Derby, that’s the first time that’s happened. 
The Virginia-bred stakes day was awe¬ 
some, beautiful fields, a lot of nominations 
for the Virginia-bred stakes and Virginia 
Oaks day Great racing, people bet the 
races. The Maryland Jockey Club was 
super, Georganne (Hale, racing secretary) 
and her crew worked hard and hustled the 
races. Hopefully, we’ll always have coop¬ 
eration with Maryland. 

MAT: What are the plans for 2016? 

Easter: We look forward to having more 
days. We’ve put Morven Park out there, 
the positive about Morven Park is we 
can make the course similar to Kentucky 
Downs where we can race flat horses with 
flat jockeys. There are some issues and 
we’re working on them. We have budgeted 
eight days of racing there, as well as more 
days at the Gold Cup and harness racing in 
maybe two places. 


MAT: What is best-case sce¬ 
nario for 2016? 

Easter: We would love 
to expand our race days 
in Northern Virginia. We 
raised $16,000 for the SPCA 
Sept. 20, it’s a win-win for us 
to bring racing to the com¬ 
munity and the local char¬ 
ity is tickled to death. We 
think it’s good for the horse¬ 
men to expand these days 
and we think it’s good for 
the local charities in these 
communities. Our hope is 
the OTBs are open because 
we need those to expand 
and grow our race days. If 
that’s the case, hopefully, we 
have a deal with Colonial 
where we can race there. 
And we hope we’re work¬ 
ing in cooperation with 
Maryland and in the Mid- 
Atlantic area so we’re not 
all competing against each 
other. Budgeted, we have 
right around 14 days but we 
can’t expand that until we 
CO expand revenue. ChurchiU 
I Downs is not paying their 
i share into the Alliance, that’s 
I a problem and if that doesn’t 
change, that will limit how 
many race days we have in 
2016.1 hope we have 14 days, maybe more. 

MAT: What one thing should people know? 

Easter: We’d like to grow, but the income 
has been cut in half In 2013, there was 
about $160 million put through the sys¬ 
tem in Virginia. The positive is the ADW 
handle is up this year, but it’s about $80 
million. That’s the problem, that’s the limit¬ 
ing factor. It’s not going to look like it used 
to look unless we figure something out. 

MAT: What’s best-case scenario regarding 
Colonial Downs? 

Easter: We’re stiU trying to work together 
with them. If they wanted to be landlord 
and we run racing, that’s OK, but we need 
to agree on terms. There are a lot of stick¬ 
ing points there. We’re still trying to work 
something out where we can run there. I 
have no idea if we will or what it will look 
like. 


V irginia racing has been 
in flux since Colonial 
Downs ceased racing in 
2013. The Virginia Equine 
Alliance helped host one day 
of racing, billed as Virginia 
Downs, at Great Meadow 
in September. Virginia-bred 
stakes and a trio of graded 
stakes were held at Laurel 
Park in September. 

Those moves, and some 
extra flat races at Great 
Meadow’s steeplechase meets 
in the spring and fall, help 
paint a picture of the future 
of Thoroughbred racing in 
the commonwealth. In addi¬ 
tion, the VEA has explored 
other options including races 
at the Morven Park course in 
Leesburg and even a return 
to Colonial Downs someday. 

Sean Clancy of M^d- 
A^tlantic Thoroughbred talked 
to VEA president Debbie 
Easter about all that and 
more in October. 


MAT: How did Virginia 
Downs go at Great Meadow? 

E3St6ri It was super. We 
had plenty of entries, we had 
about 2,500 spectators. To 
be quite honest. I’ve never 
gotten so many compliments at a race 
meet. We were hoping for more support 
from some of the flat guys, but it’s a learn¬ 
ing process. Was everything perfect? No, 
but it was good start. The ground was 
firm, but I talked to Jonathan Thomas, 
who brought two horses, he said his horses 
came back great and he said he didn’t think 
it was as hard as some of the flat tracks. 


MAT: What is the goal for the individual 
days? 

Easter: The most important thing for 
us is safety and to deliver purse money 
to Virginia horsemen. For a first time, it 
was successful and there are things we 
can improve and we’re looking forward to 
doing that. 

MAT: Describe the days at Laurel Park.

Mid-Atlantic-bred 
yearlings sell at Keeneland

Delaware horsemen cautiously 
hopeful for racing circuit: Track 
operators in Delaware and Maryland 
have been in discussions in recent 
months about a possible year-round 
racing circuit for the two states that 
would eliminate overlapping and con¬ 
flicting dates. Doug McCoy asked two 
trainers who race on a regular basis at 
Delaware their thoughts on the issue. 

For breeders, perfect’s the enemy 
of good: Teresa Genaro spoke with 
consignors about the upcoming Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Fall Yearlings sale, 
and the unpredictability of what lies 
ahead. 

QuickTake: Horses for courses: It’s 
a concept so well known that its atten¬ 
dant phrase—horses for courses—has 
entered the lexicon. At Laurel Park and 
Delaware Park, a pair of horses known 
for their love of the local courses 
proved once again the bromide about 
horses for courses, while doing very 
little to clarify how exactly that works. 
Frank Vespe pondered the reasons. 

For Laurel Futurity, Selima winners, 
a stepping stone: Once the final stop 
for the year’s best East Coast 2-year- 
olds, the Laurel Futurity and Selima are 
now more stepping stones than prov¬ 
ing grounds, writes Ted Black. 

Pedigree Insights: Ben’s Cat and Ah 
Day: These two runners have more in 
common than their HaU of Fame train¬ 
er and breeder King T. Leatherbury. In 
fact, they are out of full sisters and are 
by sires who are half-brothers, notes 
pedigree consultant Jared Gollnitz. 


T he highest-priced yearling sold at 
Keeneland’s September sale bred 
in the Mid-Atlantic region was a 
$500,000 Maryland-bred Tiznow colt. 
Bred and sold by his breeders. Bob Man- 
fuso and Katy Voss, the March 26 foal 
is the first out of Speightstown’s graded 
stakes-winning daughter Island Bound. 
Making the purchase was Ben Glass for 
top owners Gary and Mary West. 

Manfuso made the decision to seU two 
colts—the Tiznow and a Girolamo (who 
brought $95,000)-at the Keeneland sale. 

“We had a handful of what I thought 
were very nice yearlings this year and I 
wanted to spread them out a bit,” he said. 
Two went to the Saratoga select sale and 
the rest to the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale 
in October. 

Manfuso thought Saratoga was a bit 
early for the Tiznow colt. 

“We got fortunate, as he matured just 
as I thought he might mature in a timely 
fashion for that sale,” he said. “You have 
a great depth of buyers and most who 
looked at the first book stay for the sec¬ 
ond [where the Tiznow colt was cata¬ 
logued] . . . and, with an off day, they have 
a chance to evaluate.” 

The Keeneland yearlings were pre¬ 
pared at John Mayer’s Nursery Place, 
where Manfuso has had a long business 
relationship and the two men are close 
friends. “I’m proud of our team and John 
Mayer’s team in Kentucky,” Manfuso 
added. 

Eighty-nine Mid-Atlantic-breds sold 
at Keeneland, with 19 bringing six fig¬ 
ures—eight Pennsylvania-breds, seven 
Maryland-breds and four from Virginia.

^ mile pretty and walk nice!” 

Kathi Guenther led an 
animated Trueamericanspirit out 
of the barn at Tom Swales’ Tee-N-Jay 
Farm in Monroe Township, NJ., on 
a Sunday morning in September. The 
15-year-old gray gelding has posed for a 
few photos in his day Swales’ homebred 
son of Is It True and the Silver Ghost 
mare Ms. Misery is a multiple stakes 
winner of more than $500,000. 

He’s now one of only four horses 
on the 125-acre property that has 
been in the Swales family since the 
1960s. The barns-large, cinder block 
fortresses—were put up in the 1970s. 

“My grandfather and his brother owned 
a cinder block plant in Edison,” Swales 
said. “They both loved horses, so they 
bought a couple and actually kept them 
in the block plant. Finally they found this 
property and built the farm.” 


Trueamericanspirit, Swales contends, 
“is easily the best horse” Tee-N-Jay Farm 
ever produced. 

Originally consigned to the Fasig- 
Tipton Eastern Fall Yearling Sale in 2001, 
he came back home as an RNA after 
being hammered down at $18,000. Sent to 
the Monmouth Park barn of trainer Tim 
Hills, Trueamericanspirit started his career 
with a win July 5, 2002, and became a 
fixture at the New Jersey and New York 
tracks until his final race Dec. 1, 2009. 

Along the way came several New 
Jersey-bred stakes victories, including the 
John J. Reilly and Bill Wheeler handicaps 
as weU as two renewals of the Lincroft 
Handicap. 

Early on, though. Swales lost the 
gelding at the claim box to Gary Contessa 
for owner Maggi Moss at the beginning 
of his 3-year-old season. 

“We took a shot and got caught,” Tim 
HiUs said. Within a few months, however. 


he was back in HiUs’ barn bearing the Tee- 
N-Jay colors. 

“Gary Contessa contacted us and 
wanted to know if we wanted to buy him 
back,” Hills said. “He was OK, but he 
wasn’t really fitting what they wanted, and 
at that time Gary was strictly in New York. 
Gary felt like it was better to shuttle him 
back to us rather than campaign him up 
there where there weren’t really any good 
races for him.” 

Swales and HUls found plenty of 
opportunities for Trueamericanspirit back 
in New Jersey. The trainer described him 
as a game, lay-his-body-down type who 
was always serious about his work. 

Frequent pilot Rajiv Maragh agreed. 
The gray was a consistent stakes 
performer early in Maragh’s career. 

“He was a cool horse; businesslike and 
a real professional. Whenever I rode him, 
I’d never take him with the pony. He was 
one of those kind of horses that every 
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time he ran he gave you all he had, 110 percent. He had a pretty 
good closing kick going long, more the kind of horse that would 
be grinding, grinding, coming at you. He wasn’t flashy where he 
would puU off to win and show a big acceleration, but if he was 
in a dogfight, he was the bravest horse in that fight.” 

Swales agreed. 

“He might not have been the fastest horse, he might not have 
been the most talented horse, but he absolutely was the horse 
with the most heart,” he said. “He never gave up. He always 
loved the racetrack. It was his happiest place.” 

That proved true every time Swales and HiUs tried to give the 
gelding some downtime. Prone to colic whenever he returned to 
the farm for a break, Trueamericanspirit worried his owner, who 
wondered how the horse would adjust when his career ended. 
That day came at the end of his 9-year-old season. 

His 67 lifetime starts yielded stats of 11-12-13 and $551,635 
earned. The original plan had him returning to Monmouth as 
Hills’ barn pony, but seven years as a racehorse proved too big 
an obstacle to overcome. He was never able to relax and settle 
into the role. 

“He was always fidgety on the track; he wouldn’t just hang 
out,” HiUs said. “He wanted to get out there and mix it up. 

He was what I would call a racetracker. It was almost like the 
grooms were his buddies. He always had his head out, watching 
what was going on in the shedrow.” 

Trueamericanspirit instead spent a few years with Elaine 
McMinn, a woman Swales and HiUs knew from Monmouth who 
trained him in dressage and jumping. When she relocated to 
Florida and couldn’t take the horse with her, he returned to Tee- 
N-Jay for good. 

These days, his constant companion is Trueamericanpride, a 
7-year-old With Distinction gelding Swales bought at an OBS 
sale in 2010. A big, commanding bay, he and Trueamericanspirit 
are not related. 

“I was trying to catch lightning in a jar again,” Swales joked, 
“but it didn’t happen. He broke his maiden but that was it.” 

They share the property, overseen by Guenther, with 30-year- 
old Private Venture (Private Account—^Always and Always, by 
One for All) and recently gelded 18-year-old Deputy Warlock 
(Silver Deputy—Date Stone, by Forty Niner). Both spent their 
stud careers at Tee-N-Jay. 

Winner of the Cradle and Hawthorne JuvenUe stakes at 
2, Deputy Warlock finished 10th behind Fusaichi Pegasus 
in the 2000 Kentucky Derby. Crossing the wire behind him 
that day were future sires Trippi, Exchange Rate, High Yield, 
Commendable and Graeme HaU. 

Each retired stallion has a large paddock and run-in shed. 

But the two “Americans” prefer each other’s company and are 
virtuaUy inseparable. They share the largest turnout area, with 
plenty of room for tearing around and rough-housing like 
yearlings. 

“Trueamericanspirit meant so much to me and my family that 
the only thing that was important to me was giving him a safe 
home to live out his life,” Swales said. “I wish he could have had 
a second life, doing something-whatever that might have been. 

It just didn’t work out for him. But I always said he’d have a 
home here no matter what. He didn’t fail me, and I wasn’t going 
to fail him. And he’s very happy. I’ve always said my horses have 
better lives than I do.” *

Plenty more 
in store 
for Murray 

P eople keep asking Larry Murray 
what he’s going to do when he 
retires from training Thoroughbred 
racehorses. And Murray keeps telling peo¬ 
ple he’s going to do more. 

More what? 

“More everything,” he said in early 
October, a few days after the passing of 
his boss and client for almost 30 years 
Howard Bender. “More bike riding, more 
sleeping, more traveling, more going out 
and seeing things . . . I’ve got a whole list 
of more things I want to do.” 

Murray, who turns 63 in December, 
win retire once the last of the Bender 
horses are sold or stop racing. It could 
take a few months, maybe a year or more. 
The 2015 yearlings were sold. Their dams 


win soon foUow. Two-year-olds and some 
others in the pipeline—in Murray’s barn 
at Laurel Park and at Glade VaUey Farm 
near Frederick, Md.-wiU head to the track 
before they too get sold. 

Murray likes some of those 2-year-olds, 
and hopes he gets to run them for a wMle, 
but he wiU soon no longer be a trainer. 
And he’s OK with it. He and his wife 
Janice have three grown cMldren and look 
forward to a litde less racetrack. 

“It’s been 40 years of leaving parties at 
9 o’clock and not taking vacations and not 
taking days off,” he said. “We’ve got a lot 
of things we want to catch up on.” 

A board member with the Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 
and Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
Murray isn’t exactly going off to the coun¬ 
try club however. 

“It’s a great time to be in Maryland rac¬ 
ing, a real good time to be in the game,” he 
said. “I’U keep an eye on things.” 

He’s kept an eye on horses for the bet¬ 
ter part of 50 years—working summers at 
Belmont Park, working for trainer John 
RusseU and the Phipps Stable, working for 
Murty Brothers horse transport, getting 
hired at Glade VaUey (then a commercial 
breeding farm) in 1979, taking on the 
Bender horses as a private trainer in 1988. 

Eras are difficult to define, but caU 
it the end of one for sure. Bender and 
his wife Sondra (who died in 2012) built 
Thoroughbred royalty with Murray — fueled 
by classy broodmares at Glade VaUey and 
success on the racetrack. Jack Bender was a 
partner in Glade VaUey Farm in the 1960s, 
but didn’t bring his son into the business. 
Howard found his own way, first by mak¬ 
ing the acquaintance of Sam Rubin (owner 
of racing legend John Henry). 

Murray pUoted the venture and went 
along for the ride. 

“We were tremendously lucky to have 
him,” Murray said of Bender. “Nobody 


didn’t Uke Howard Bender. He was just a 
great guy and he helped everybody. When 
we were roUing, it was a treat. They’d take 
friends with them, they’d invite me to 
come along. We went to Saratoga, we went 
aU over.” 

Much of the success was fueled by 
homebreds, including the fortuitous pur¬ 
chase of Foufa—whose family tree is stiU 
extending through winner’s circle photos. 

“My favorite horse was Foufa’s Warrior,” 
Murray said of Foufa’s son by Jade Hunter. 
“He was a big, kind of gangly guy who had 
some issues. He wouldn’t come out of the 
gate at aU when we first started.” 

The chestnut didn’t make his first start 
until late November of his 2-year-old sea¬ 
son, but learned his lessons well enough 
to win his first two starts. At 3, he fin¬ 
ished third in the Grade 2 Illinois Derby, 
took the team to the Preakness and won 
Delaware Park’s Grade 3 Kent Stakes. 

“When he won the Maryland Juvenile, 
it was probably the best picture of the 
Benders I ever saw,” said Murray of an 
often-used close-up of the couple. “When 
he won the Kent, my dad was with me. He 
lived in New York and didn’t get to see 
many races. He was standing right next 
to me and that was special. I teU people 
that horse was my favorite but he didn’t 
win many races [four in 39 starts, along 
with 19 seconds and thirds], but there was 
more to it.” 

There always is. No matter what you 
do with them. Thoroughbreds make a 
life. You work aU day in a barn, and take 
responsibility for the animals, like Murray 
did for so long, milestones like seeing the 
Benders celebrate or watching a stakes 
win with your father become part of you. 
Murray could keep training for as long as 
he wants, he’d get clients and have success. 

But it wouldn’t be the same. ^

Emotional lift 

Frosted provides boost to Maktoum family 
with Pennsylvania Derby triumph

I mmediately after American Pharoah won the Triple Crown 
in early June, speculation began as to where he would race 
in the fall in the run-up to the $5 million Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl. 


One of the races thought to be a good 
choice for American Pharoah was the Sept. 
19 Pennsylvania Derby-G2 at Parx Racing. 
A few years ago the race had been moved 
off its traditional Labor Day position to 
a strategic placement later in the month, 
about eight weeks before the Breeders’ 
Cup. That placement resulted in a Classic 
win for last year’s Penn Derby winner, 
Bayern, and a second in the Classic by 2013 
winner. Will Take Charge. 

While trainer Bob Baffert had been in 
frequent contact with Sam Elliott, Parx’s 
director of racing, about the possibility of 
American Pharoah coming to Bensalem, 
ultimately owner Ahmed Zayat chose 
Saratoga’s Travers Stakes-Gl for the colt, 
and the Pennsylvania Derby was off the 
table. 

That left the door wide open for several 
other 3-year-olds that had been chasing 
American Pharoah, as well as for those 
that had been avoiding him, to vie for the 
$1 million purse. 

Chief among the entrants for this 
year’s IVs-mile Pennsylvania Derby was 
Godolphin Racing’s Grade 1 winner 
Frosted, who finished behind American 
Pharoah three times including a front-end 
duel in the Travers Aug. 29; Holy Bull-G2 
winner Upstart, who’d cracked heads with 
the Triple Crown winner in his last three 
starts; and West Virginia Derby-G2 victor 
Madefromlucky, who also unsuccessfully 
met American Pharoah three times this 
spring. 

Frosted, a son of leading sire Tapit, 
was considered by many to be the second- 
best 3-year-old in training and promptly 
installed as the betting favorite for the 
Pennsylvania Derby. Trainer Kiaran 
McLaughlin gave the colt one breeze on 
the main track at Saratoga just before it 
closed prior to the Parx race, and sent him 
to the Keystone State. 


Frosted pulls away from Iron Fist In the waning 
stages of the $1 million Pennsylvania Derby 


The morning of the Pennsylvania Derby 
arrived, and with it the sad and shock¬ 
ing news that the eldest son of Sheikh 
Mohammed bin Rashid A1 Maktoum, 
owner of Godolphin Racing, had died of 
a heart attack at age 33. Sheikh Rashid was 
also a Thoroughbred owner and an accom¬ 
plished horseman. 

The news put a damper on what ulti¬ 
mately turned out to be a tour de force for 
Frosted, who again showed his talents on 
the track. 

While the attendance was not 
announced because Parx does not charge 
admission, a sizable crowd stood elbow- 
to-elbow in the paddock and on the track 
apron to see the Derby entrants. The fans 
installed Frosted and jockey Joel Rosario 
the even-money choice in the nine-horse 
field, with Upstart and Irad Ortiz Jr. the 
7-2 second choice. 

Frosted was crowded by California 
invader Iron Fist at the start, but tucked 
in down at the rail and settled well back in 
the early stages while the D. Wayne Lukas- 
trained Mr. Z and Iron Fist battled on the 
lead. Rosario purposely reserved his mount 
off that slugfest, with the half in :48.50 
and the mile in 1:38.07. 

“I didn’t want to move too soon,” the 
jockey said. “Let them play their games.” 

On the far turn as Mr. Z began to show 
signs of fatigue, Rosario guided Frosted 
off the rail and easily glided to the lead 
at the top of the stretch. With only mild 
encouragement. Frosted stormed to the 
wire 2 lengths ahead of Iron Fist. It was 
another 8 lengths back to Tommy Macho 
in third. Frosted completed the distance in 
1:50.04 and earned $576,000 to increase his 
career bankroll to $2,062,800. 

“It was a lot better spot without 
American Pharoah in there,” McLaughlin 
said in the winner’s circle. “Frosted really 
shined today. He ran huge.” 

While there were the usual smiles for 
the photographers as the trophy was pre¬ 
sented, the mood was decidedly somber, 
rather than celebratory. 

McLaughlin, who had a close relation¬ 
ship with Sheikh Rashid, said he watched 


him grow up during his decade in Dubai 
training for the ruling family. 

“He was very sharp about horses, a very 
good horseman in his own right, and I feel 
very sad for his father and the entire fam¬ 
ily,” he said. 

Worth The Wait 

Sharing the card was Pennsylvania’s 
lone Grade 1, the $1 million Cotillion 
Stakes for 3-year-old fiUies. 

The Grade 1 and hefty purse lured 
11 horses to the starting gate, includ¬ 
ing Fletcher and Carolyn Gray’s I’m a 
Chatterbox, who had been denied in her 
quest for a Grade 1 aU spring and summer. 
The daughter of Munnings finished first 
in the Coaching Club American Oaks-Gl 
in late July at Saratoga, but was disqualified 
and placed second for drifting out in mid¬ 
stretch. She followed that with a second in 
the Alabama Stakes-Gl four weeks later. 

Trainer Larry Jones, based at nearby 
Delaware Park, thought the Cotillion was 
the perfect place for I’m a Chatterbox to 
shine, and he was right. 

Patiently racing on the inside under 
Florent Geroux while Calamity Kate, upset 
winner of the Delaware Oaks-G3, set the 
pace. I’m a Chatterbox was steered outside 
for the stretch run and shot between rivals 
to easily win the 1 Vi6-mile test by 2 lengths. 
Calamity Kate finished second with Peace 
and War third. The final time was 1:44.48. 

Last year’s champion 2-year-old filly 
Take Charge Brandi faded midway around 
the final turn and was eased under the 
wire. Take Charge Brandi was subsequent¬ 
ly retired Sept. 28, the same day it was 
announced that 2014 Pennsylvania Derby 
winner Bayern was finished racing and 
headed to stud at Hill A’ Dale Farms in 
Lexington. 

The Grays, who hail from Pleasant 
Hope, Mo., a small town in the south¬ 
western part of the state, are successful 
breeders. Among the horses they’ve bred 
in partnership with John Youngblood are 
champions Left Bank and Stardom Bound. 

The day of the Cotillion was an 
extremely busy one for the couple. Around 
noon, they watched a half-brother to I’m 
a Chatterbox by The Factor fail to meet 
his reserve at the Keeneland September 
yearling sale. Then they chartered a flight 
to Philadelphia to watch the Cotillion even 
if it didn’t fit their lifestyle. 
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“We are definitely not jet-setters,” 
Carolyn Gray said. “In fact, we drove our 
truck and trailer to Keeneland.” 

Gray said they were looking forward to 
racing Fm a Chatterbox’s half-brother and 
hoped to be back at Parx two years hence 
for the Pennsylvania Derby Keeping their 
yearlings that fail to sell in the auction ring 
has proven to be a profitable strategy for 
the Grays. I’m a Chatterbox was unsold 
on a bid of $30,000 at the 2013 Keeneland 
September sale. 


I’m a Chatterbox started this season 
with three stakes wins at Fair Grounds by 
a combined 13 lengths, including a domi¬ 
nant performance in the Fair Grounds 
Oaks-G2. She was 3y4 lengths behind 
stablemate Lovely Maria when third in the 
$1 million Kentucky Oaks-Gl before a 
freshening that lasted until the CCA Oaks. 

I’m a Chatterbox improved her record 
to five wins, two seconds and two thirds 
from 10 starts, and the $564,000 winner’s 
share of the Cotillion purse increased her 
career bankroll to $1,304,614. 


News and Notes: In addition to 
the death of Sheikh Rashid, the day also 
had some local drama. The morning of 
the race. Hall of Fame trainer D. Wayne 
Lukas was taken to a local hospital after 
experiencing heart trouble, while William 
Hudgins, a New Jersey-based handicapper 
who had been giving the crowd tips and 
pointers during the afternoon, collapsed 
and was attended to by medical personnel. 
Lukas underwent subsequent surgery to 
have four stents and a permanent pace¬ 
maker inserted. ^

H e’s been an exercise rider for one 
of the country’s leading trainers 
longer than he rode steeplechase 
races in the United States, so it’s not sur¬ 
prising Rob Massey takes an understated 
approach when the topic of his jump¬ 
riding days comes up. 

He jokes about it even, especial¬ 
ly when it’s mentioned that his riding 
career that featured 77 wins, purses of 
more than $2.2 million earned and an 
NS A money title in 2002 was brought 
up in a recent conversation not long 
after the Pennsylvania Derby-G2. 

“It must be somebody with a good 
memory, it’s been a while,” Massey said 
in late September in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y, just after he finished a fuU morning 


of riding at Darley’s Greentree Training 
Center adjacent to Saratoga Race Course. 
Massey, 42, is the regular exercise rider 
of Pennsylvania Derby winner Frosted 
among others in the star-studded barn 
of trainer Kiaran McLaughlin. 

A native of Cambridge, England, 
Massey rode steeplechase races in the 
U.S. from 2000-07. He won five Grade 
1 steeplechase stakes, including the 2002 
Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase and Colonial 
Cup aboard eventual Eclipse Award 
winner Flat Top for HaU of Fame trainer 
Janet Elliot. Other major wins came in 
the 2002 Carolina Cup aboard Canta 
Ke Brave, the 2003 AFLAC Supreme 
Hurdle on Hirapour (Ire), the 2003 Hard 
Scuffle aboard Trebizond (Ire), the 2004 


A.P Smithwick Memorial with Praise 
the Prince (NZ) and two editions of the 
historic Temple Gwathmey. Massey was 
also the regular rider of 2005 fiUy/mare 
champion Guelph. 

He hit double digits in jump wins 
for five consecutive seasons (2001-05), 
and was a regular in the top five during 
that time. The American foray came 
after eight seasons of riding in England, 
where he won 72 jump races. He spent 
much of that time working for legend¬ 
ary English National Hunt trainer David 
Nicholson. 

During the latter years of Massey’s 
steeplechase career, he doubled up-rid¬ 
ing jump races on weekends and flat 
horses in the mornings for McLaughlin. 
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In 2007, Massey reached that point in his 
life when he just knew it was right for 
something a little different. 

“The timing was just right for me,” 
Massey said. “I wasn’t getting any young¬ 
er. I was already working for these guys, 
being based in Saratoga. It was a combina¬ 
tion of things. The travel was getting a 
little tougher. 

“If you don’t have that particular 
Grade 1 horse, which I didn’t at that 
stage, it’s tough. I felt like I could stick it 
out for another year, two years, but you 
don’t want to do it to the point where it 
finishes you, or sours you to the point 
where you don’t enjoy it anymore. 

“I was stiU enjoying riding. I enjoyed 
working for Kiaran and being with Neal 
and Trish [McLaughlin]. It was time for 
me to be useful in a different way, get out 
while I was still useful to somebody else. 
I’ve been lucky that they’ve trusted me 
with some nice horses over the last eight, 
nine years.” 

When it’s brought up that it’s closer to 
10 years, more wisecracks foUow 

“Aww, we love Rob. I guess we’U 
keep him,” Trish McLaughlin, who works 
alongside her husband (and Kiaran’s 
brother) Neal in Saratoga and Florida, 
said from behind a wall in the spacious 
barn that overlooks the Greentree train¬ 
ing track with a view of Vermont and the 
Green Mountains in the distance. 

Massey was quick to follow-up with 
the secret to his longevity with the 
McLaughlins. 

“They put up with me, I guess because 
I just keep showing up,” he joked. “They 
can’t do anything about it. That’s the 
problem. You just keep coming in and 
. . . that’s it.” 

Valued for his horsemanship, knowl¬ 
edge and experience, Massey owns a 
home in Greenfield Center less than 10 
miles from Greentree, so he’s perfectly 
set up to keep coming back once spring 
arrives, training begins and Saratoga 
comes to life. He follows the McLaughlin 
horses-splitting the year between Palm 
Meadows Training Center in Florida and 
Greentree in Saratoga. 

“I bought that about eight years ago. I 
love it. Saratoga, this is a home away from 
home for me now,” said Massey, whose 
parents and brother are back home in 
England. “It’s a great town to be in. I’m 
here in the good months. What more 
could I want? Everything is here. We’re 
lucky we maintain a really nice group of 
horses during the period we’re here and 



then you get to see some of the best of 
the best for six weeks. How could you 
beat it?” 

Massey is undoubtedly a key member 
of the team, in the midst of a spectacular 
2015 even before some of the fall’s lucra¬ 
tive stakes that include the Breeders’ Cup 
World Championships. 

Massey rides Frosted, who bounced 
back strong from a third in the Travers 
Stakes-Gl three weeks earlier to 
post a convincing win in the Sept. 19 
Pennsylvania Derby at Parx Racing. 

Massey has been Frosted’s regular 
exercise rider going back to the Tapit 
colt’s 2-year-old season, when he showed 
classics potential in late November with a 
second in the Remsen-G2 at Aqueduct. 
He was aboard the gray colt aU winter and 
spring in Florida in preparation for the 
spring classics, at Belmont Park through 
the Triple Crown and back at Saratoga 
as they prepped for a summer and fall 
campaign. 

Frosted thrived wherever he was 
based and Massey saw the changes in the 
colt, especially during the summer. 

“Through the meet here during the 
summer he couldn’t walk any faster to 
get to the main track. Ears pricked the 
whole way. He loves the action, the atmo¬ 
sphere,” Massey said. “You don’t get that 
with a lot of horses. Sometimes 3-year- 
olds, as they’re progressing they can get 
fractious or whatever, but as the year’s 
gone on he’s just gotten more and more 
into it if anything.” 

That constitution helped propel him 
toward the Pennsylvania Derby, even 


after a tough outing in the Travers. 
Frosted battled American Pharoah early, 
and didn’t have near enough late but still 
managed to hold third. 

“Watching the Travers I was like, 
wow, he’s taken out of his element’ and 
it looked like he got a tough race out of 
that,” Massey said. “Hard go. They all 
did, but he just bounces out of it. He had 
two or three pretty quiet days and then 
you see him, he’s like this, shouting, hol¬ 
lering and can’t wait to get out. What are 
we nine, 10 days after the Pennsylvania 
Derby and my biggest problem today 
and yesterday was keeping his feet on 
the ground. It’s unusual. It really is, for a 
horse to keep taking it the way he does. 
He can’t wait to get out of the stall in the 
morning.” 

In addition to Frosted, Massey has 
partnered with McLaughlin Grade 1 win¬ 
ners Albertus Maximus, It’s Tricky and 
Alpha, plus Trappe Shot, Rattlesnake 
Bridge and others over the years. 

Massey relays what he’s feeling to 
Trish and Neal, who in turn pass that 
information on to Kiaran downstate. The 
trust the team has with each other’s abili¬ 
ties kept Frosted in Saratoga leading up 
to the Breeders’ Cup Classic. 

Showing no signs of fatigue with his 
attention on his female stablemates pass¬ 
ing by his stall as they cooled out. Frosted 
thrives on his training and the activity. 

After finishing second in the Belmont 
Stakes-Gl in June, Neal McLaughlin 
thought a little peace would help the 
horse in preparation for Saratoga’s Jim 
Dandy-G2. 

“We have our own track, and I 
thought, ‘Let’s keep him isolated,’” Neal 
McLaughlin said. “He would train by 
himself I don’t want any accidents, no 
problems.” 

Massey helped find out that was the 
wrong plan. 

“You know, he’s bored,” the ex-jump 
jockey said. “He’s a social horse. He’s out 
here by himself, not really enjoying this, 
not doing much.” 

So Frosted went back out with the 
crowds — at the Oklahoma Training Track 
across town and on the main track once 
the full Saratoga meet opened. 

“I put other horses with him and 
went back over to the main track and 
doing stuff with him,” Neal said. “He 
enjoys that activity, going on a long walk 
over there to Oklahoma where he can 
see other horses, scream at other horses 
over there like, ‘Hey, I’m the man, look at 
me.’” ^

Charles Town’s 
Cowboy Trainer 

ButtSy 92, is a fixture in stable area, 
winner’s circle at West Virginia track

M ore than 80 years later, Richard Butts Jr. can’t quite 
reckon how his mother did it. The midday horizon 
brewed a biblical curse out there on the southern 
plains, the mmbling sky aU brown and black and gray. The Dust 
Bowl of the 1930s terrorized ranchers as a tidal wave of dry 
ruin, choking livestock, stealing topsoil, sending milli ons to flee 
its filthy reach amid The Great Depression. 


The Butts family kept its home on the 
range, and farmed it. 

“We were livin’ in Oklahoma, and it 
could scare you to death,” Butts said. “I 
was just a kid and, my Lord, you could see 
it cornin’. And when it hits you, you’re cov¬ 
ered up. We had to put towels, wet towels, 
in the windows to try to breathe, and it was 
terrible, I swear. Nobody had any money. 
And how we made it, I just don’t know. 

“But my mother raised that garden. 
She had them old Mason jars, and a thing 
she canned ’em aU in, put ’em down in the 
cellar, and that’s what we had to eat in the 
wintertime.” 

In a brambly-strong voice borne of the 
frontier. Butts told of the 'Dirty Thirties,’ 
of his mother’s plum gladness with a 
new electric washing machine, of a kid’s 
dad-gum snowball throw that killed his 
little brother, of wartime horrors on the 
blue Pacific and his shipside view of the 


Japanese surrender, of rodeo steer riding, 
of long and glorious days roping calves 
and wrangling cattle on the endless Texas 
prairie. 

Once in a lucky while, a man rustles 
plain-as-day memories more than eight 
decades made. Rarer yet, he shares them 
trackside as his frisky Thoroughbreds skip 
through Charles Town dirt on a sun- 
blessed September morning. 

At 92 years 10 months come late 
November, Richard Butts Jr. might be the 
oldest active trainer in North America. 
Neither The Jockey Club nor Equibase 
keeps a comprehensive database of train¬ 
ers’ birthdates; a piecemeal search of 
known aged Thoroughbred trainers found 
none born earlier than Butts, Jan. 22,1923. 

“I don’t think about my age,” he said 
as he skillfully maneuvered a silver Ford 
Fusion from Barn 14 toward the racetrack. 
“I’m not like a lot of people: 'Oh, I’m 92, 


I don’t feel good.’ I just keep goin’. A lot 
of it is takin’ care of your body. I can eat 
anything I want. I don’t have any sugar 
diabetes. I’m just very lucky.” 

He parked the car, exited easily and, 
without aid or labor, walked a blacktop 
slope in orange-laced gray sneakers to a 
trackside viewing stand. “Hey, Mr. Butts, 
he gets around damn good, don’t he?” 
agent Gordon Becraft said, hustling past. 

Without pause. Butts scanned the race¬ 
track and spied Swagger In, a dark and 
able sprinter, galloping on with bridled 
efficiency. 

“I don’t train horses hard on this track, 
on this bullring,” he said. “They won’t take 
it, believe me. These bullrings are harder 
on ’em, these tight turns harder on their 
joints. There’s so many people over-train 
their horses. That’s their business. But you 
can’t do it and hold ’em together. I don’t 
work ’em very often. I just give ’em pretty 
fast gallops — one easy one, and one pick it 
up. Knowin’ a horse is knowin’ what to do 
with him.” 

All his life. Butts has read the eyes 
and ways and movements and habits of 
livestock, marked the lessons, shared them 
with three watchful sons. Mike, the young¬ 
est, does much of the hands-on work in 
their 10-horse stable; Richard gets to the 
barn by 7 most every morning to feed 
and to oversee workouts. He still handles 
the payroll too, and the horses race in his 
name. 
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“Everything I know/’ Mike said of his 
dad, “he’s taught me.” 

Learning pays. 

Through Oct. 13, Richard ranked 16th 
among Charles Town trainers this year 
with 13 wins and $220,383 from 93 starts. 
He had witnessed allowance victories by 
geldings Swagger In, Heart Over Mind 
and Devil’s Gate, each owned and bred by 
Virginia dentist Sam English II. 

“You know, if you’re an owner, you 
want ’em to hurry up and move along, and 
he’ll make you wait, ’cause he knows if you 
don’t, the horses’U make you wait,” English 
said of Butts. “ 'Doc, we gotta wait on ’em. 
You can’t push ’em.’ 'Okay, Mr Butts, if 
you say so.’ At his age, he’s got a lot of on- 
the-job-experience.” 

English has five homebreds at Charles 
Town with the trainer he unfailingly calls 


Mr. Butts. “I respect him,” English said. 
“He’s old enough to be my dad. I don’t call 
him Richard; no, that’s Mr. Butts.” 

Reverence acknowledged, English cap¬ 
tured Butts’ evergreen biography in a sen¬ 
tence: “He’s just the old cowboy from 
Texas who happened to have wound up in 
West Virginia.” 

Lazy E Ranch, a lasso toss from the 
Canadian River in the Texas panhandle 
town of Stinnett, gave a horsebacker oil 
derricks and pipelines to dodge, hiUy chap¬ 
arrals to confront and miles of windswept 
vastness to cover. At 16, Butts started 
rounding up herds for kindly rancher 
Edgar Britton, who’d shop for young cattle 
in the spring, brand and clean them, graze 
and fatten them, and herd them in the fall 
for sale. 

“He’d buy 500 yearling steers outta 
old Mexico, and I mean they were wild- 
natured,” Butts said. “And at that time 
they had free range, 40 miles: 20 miles east 
of Stinnett, and 20 miles west of Stinnett 
they’d run. And I had to take care of those 
cattle. I don’t know how to this day I did it. 

“These steers seemed like they were 
aU Herefords: They were real thin-bodied 


back there then; it wasn’t big cattle like 
they are now. I’d rope ’em, and I’d train 
that horse. I’d choke him down—you do 
in a way it’ll make ’em pass out, and they’ll 
fall over, and you can jump off and doctor 
’em and” here he chirped “they come up. 
You take the rope off and get back on your 
horse. Now I did that. Didn’t think nothin’ 
about it. 

“In the fall of the year. . . we’d have a 
big roundup. That cattle, there’d be thou¬ 
sands of ’em. Seems to me like I don’t ever 
remember us cornin’ up losin’ any of ’em. 
I swear I don’t. I imagine we did, but Edgar 
never did teU me if we did. To me, that’s 
bein’ a cowboy.” 

Butts said he kept three or four cows at 
Lazy E when the Japanese attacked Pearl 
Harbor. Buster, his professional bronc- 
riding younger brother, was ruled ineligible 


to serve for the spills and tramples that 
so rearranged his feet. Milton, his young¬ 
est brother, had been killed in a boyhood 
frolic. 

“Well, he was just a little bitty feUa,” 
Richard said. “We lived in Duncan, 
Oklahoma, then, and it was a snowstorm, 
and kids would get out and play and throw 
snowballs. And one kid put a rock in a 
snowball and threw it and hit him up in 
the temple and killed him. Damn, I can 
remember that just like yesterday. 

“My dad had a ’34 Ford, and I can 
remember him speedin’ off with him, 
takin’ him to the hospital. It was just awful. 
I shouldn’t even teU things like that, but it’s 
part of life.” 

With no brother able to serve his coun¬ 
try, Richard gratefully declined rancher 
Britton’s plea for a deferment and joined 
the Navy at 19. “You’ll come back smokin’ 
and drinkin’,” Britton told him. 

Butts became a gunner’s mate, man¬ 
ning a one-quad, 40 mm gun mount on 
the bow of the USS Braxton, and regularly 
sent money to Britton for maintaining his 
cows. After the first atomic bomb struck 


Hiroshima, Butts and a mate took leave 
there. 

“My friend and me, we only found one 
buildin’ standin’,” Butts said. “One little 
buildin’. And it was a police thing, and it 
had a bunch of swords in it. Well I just 
gathered up an armload of ’em, brought 
’em back with me. I didn’t keep any of 
’em.” 

“Imagine what they’d be worth,” son 
Mike said. “And the radiation ...” 

“I’m stiU standin’,” Richard said matter- 
of-factly. “Pretty sure, anyway.” 

The Braxton was part of a flotilla that 
covered the USS Missouri, aboard which 
Japanese officials formally surrendered. 
Even so. Butts said, the Braxton employed 
a Japanese navigator to avoid the mines still 
active in Tokyo Bay. 

Butts returned to Lazy E late that sum¬ 
mer, 1945, to a surprise welcome. Britton 
had bred the cows Butts left, swapped 
male calves for heifers, and presented him 
“a bobtail truckload”-a dozen or so head 
of cattle. 

“They were so good to me, them two 
people,” he said of Mr. and Mrs. Britton. 

He rode some rodeos but lost interest 
when bulls replaced steers as the driving 
force. 

“You could ride one of them little 
narrow-bodied steers,” Butts said. “And it 
was altogether different tryin’ to ride one 
of them big, thick-butted buUs.” 

Wartime made him neither smoke nor 
drink, but it made him something of a 
cardsharp. Gin rummy. Poker. Eventually 
racetrack rummy. Each of his sons—Tim, 
Herb and Mike-said separately that all 
that card playing then and since has helped 
keep his mind keen. 

“About 15 years ago, we were haulin’ a 
mare to get bred in West Virginia, and on 
the way dad got some dates mixed up,” 
eldest son Tim said. “And I thought to 
myself, 'Uh-oh, is this the onset of senil¬ 
ity?’ But there hasn’t been a moment like 
that since.” 

From Lazy E, Butts teamed with his 
father-in-law, a man partial to registered 
Herefords, and bought an 1,850-acre 
spread in Texhoma. “Our ranch was on 
the Texas side,” Butts said, scooping oats 
for the morning feed, “but we got our mail 
in Oklahoma.” 

Grueling ranch work fell prey to nature’s 
iU temper, pinkeye outbreaks in cattle, 
fickle markets. By the late 1950s, Butts 
and his father-in-law essentially traded the 
cattle for racing stock. Quarter Horses and 
Thoroughbreds. 

“Kicked ’em out on the buffalo grass 
there on the Texas panhandle,” he said.

“and started raisin’ some pretty good 
cheap horses.” 

Richard got his trainer’s license, set up 
at Sunland Park in eastern New Mexico 
and began teaching his boys the art of 
horsemanship and its inherent commit¬ 
ments. 

“When we were kids ...” Mike said, “he 
used to run Quarter Horses out in New 
Mexico, have ’em in Futurities, and make 
us all sleep with ’em by the stalls because 
he didn’t want nothin’ to happen to ’em.” 

In the early 1970s, at old Ak-Sar-Ben 
racetrack in Omaha, Richard Butts made a 
backstretch friendship that brought upside 
and discovery. Jack Van Berg, a HaU of 
Fame trainer in waiting, was assisting his 
Hall of Fame father, Marion Van Berg. 

“His daddy was a fine man, Mr. Van 
Berg, and I was scared of him,” Butts 
said. “And Jack was scared of him too. He 
couldn’t smoke in front of his dad. He’d 
slip around and smoke somewhere else.” 

Marion Van Berg stood a full-service 
trainer: shod his own horses, did their 
teeth, taught Jack the same. Years later. 
Jack Van Berg and Richard Butts Jr. recon¬ 
nected at Rockingham Park after Butts’ 
father-in-law had sent him a promising colt 
from Canada. 

Butts: “So I said, 'Jack, I got a pretty 
good colt they’re sendin’ me.’ He said, 
'Okay, let me come up and look at him.’ He 
came up there. . . got in there and fixed the 
horse’s mouth. 

“They didn’t have people runnin’ 
around like they do now—that’s all they do, 
take care of teeth. And Jack took care of 
his own horses’ teeth. He was a worker and 
a trainer, now. Anyway, he told me what to 
put him on and all that. And that’s where 
I learned what little I know about horses, 
was from him mostly. I listened to him. 
Because I always thought that if you listen 
to too many, you’re gonna get confused. So 
I just bet on one, and he’s the one. 

“Anyway, we get in [a race], and I always 
set in the box with him. And he had this 
fiUy in the race; she was the only fiUy in 
the race, but she was 2-to-5. My horse beat 
him, and he jumped up and hugged me like 
it was his horse winnin’. I said, 'Jack, hot 
damn, I feel bad.’ He said, 'Aw, Richard, 
dang it, don’t be; I’m tickled to death for 
ya.’ That’s the kinda guy he is: Do anything 
in the world for ya if he likes ya. If he 
don’t, look out.” 

Van Berg couldn’t quite place the tale; 
but regarding Richard Butts Jr., he was 
certain. 

“He’s a damn good man, a good, hon¬ 
est man and a damn good friend of mine,” 
said Van Berg, stabled at Remington Park 


but talking by phone from Kentucky 
Downs. “His honesty is beyond reproach. 
If he tells you somethin’, it’U be just that 
way. You don’t have to worry.” 

Owner-breeder English furthered the 
notion, saying Butts routinely lowers his 
day rates when runners can’t train. 

Van Berg, 79, said he always assumed 
he and Butts were comparable in age, only 
to learn the stark truth in an October 2013 
appearance at Charles Town to sign his 
hook, Jack: From Grit to Glorj. 

“I didn’t know he was that much older,” 
Van Berg said. “He always looked very 
young, and he stayed lookin’ young aU 
those years. . . I’ve gotta get a new knee, 
and Eve gotta get that arthroscopic [sur¬ 
gery] on my back. I’m gonna have to caU 
him.” 

He rustled some papers. 

“In fact, somebody stole my damn 
Phonebook. Do you have Richard’s num¬ 
ber handy? Someone riffled through my 
truck, took my phonebook; I think they 
thought it was a checkbook. Either way, 
they’re gonna be discouraged.” 

Van Berg and English said Butts makes 
no pretense about his age; generally makes 
no mention of it at aU. Folks watch him go 
and simply assume he’s younger. 

“Very few people reaUy know how old 
he is,” English said. 

From Finger Lakes to Penn National 
in the late 1970s, Butts sought a year- 
round racetrack, found Charles Town in 
1980 and bought a house close by with 


Peggy Edwards Butts, now 61 years his 
wife. After the horses train each morning, 
Richard fetches Peggy in the silver Ford. 
They stop at McDonald’s for carryout and 
have breakfast with Mike in the tackroom. 

Forty-seven years a schoolteacher and 
principal now retired, Peggy considered 
Richard’s spunk and longevity as functions 
of pedigree. 

“His grandfather Hood-that was his 
mother’s father,” she said. “I met him one 
time, and he was in his 90s then, and I 
mean, he was a go-getter. I walked in the 
door, and he said, 'Who’s that cute thing? 
Where’d you get her^' He’d never seen me 
before.” 

Bloodlines sure help, Richard said, but 
nothing prompts the gait like a row of 
waiting racehorses. 

“It’s got to have a lot to do with how 
long he’s lived,” son Herb said. “My father, 
he just says to retire is to set around and 
wait to die. I still have to pay attention 
when I’m talkin’ to him, because, mentally, 
he’s not around the bend at aU yet.” 

Herb assists trainer Pat MagiU at Laurel 
Park and talks to his dad regularly. All these 
years later, he can’t quite reckon how his 
father does it. 

“He’s the most upbeat guy,” Herb said. 
“I can’t understand how he’s in such a 
good mood every morning.” 

Richard called the comment “right 
nice” and offered an explanation. It’s easy, 
he said, when you look out there toward 
the horizon, and aU you see are horses. ^

Ones All Around 

Commonwealth Derby a shocker; 
Onus adds Commonwealth Oaks win

I n the first running of the Commonwealth 
Derby-G2 at Laurel Park, the race for¬ 
merly known as the Virginia Derby fea¬ 
tured a series of other firsts that combined 
to produce perhaps the unlikeliest result in 
the race’s history 

One Go All Go, a maiden winner 
from five previous starts, became the first 
Virginia-bred to ever win the Common¬ 
wealth Derby He did it at 35-1, giving 
trainer Pavel Matejka his first graded stakes 
win. It was also the first such victory for 


jockey Ronald Hisby, who prior to win¬ 
ning the $400,000 stakes couldn’t even 
afford the flight from Indiana—where he’s 
based at Indiana Grand Race Course-to 
Maryland. 

“He told me, d don’t have money,’” 
Matejka said. “So, we bought him a ticket 
... I told him, ‘yoi-i’ll give us the money 
back if you win.’ ” 

Of course, Matejka was mostly joking 
about Hisby paying back owners Preston 
Stables and Prestonwood Racing, but the 


trainer was quite serious about his colt’s 
chances. In fact, Matejka was floored when 
One Go All Go’s odds drifted up to 35-1 
from his morning-Hne price of 8-1. There 
could be only one explanation, he thought. 

“I’d never run a race at Laurel. Ron 
Hisby had never rode a race there before. 
We were pretty unknown and the horse 
hadn’t run a stakes race this year,” he said. 

One Go All Go, a 3-year-old by Penn¬ 
sylvania sire Fairbanks out of the Mar¬ 
quetry mare See Ashleigh Run, had come 
into the Commonwealth Derby off an 
allowance against older horses in August 
at Indiana Grand. It was his first race on 
the turf and he won it, only to be disquali¬ 
fied. Still, Matejka liked what he saw, and 
projected One Go All Go would look even 
better against straight 3-year-olds in the 
Commonwealth Derby. 

“That’s where we got confidence, 
against his own age group, he’s going to 
be live,” Matejka said. “Handicapping the 
race, there wasn’t really much speed on 
paper. That really helped, as well.” 

The field did feature Force the Pass, 
winner of the Belmont Derby Invita- 
tional-Gl and the Penn Mile-G3. Force the 
Pass was sent off at 2-5 but pace, as 
Matejka had forecast, would make the race 
and work against the big favorite. 

Right from the start, Hisby prompted 
One Go All Go. They cHcked off a quar¬ 
ter in :24.49, establishing a 2-length lead. 
Then, a half in :49.37; stiU a comfortable 
2-length margin. 

“It worked out perfect to have 49 and 
change for a half-mile,” Matejka said. “The 
track seemed pretty fast and probably 
around the half-mile mark, we were getting 
pretty excited.” 

The excitement built as One Go All Go 
went 1:13.52, followed by 1:36.83, still on a 
loose lead. At the eighth pole, it was aU but 
over. One Go All Go crossed the wire in 
1:48.35 for 9 furlongs, a length in front of 
Fundamental, who beat Force the Pass by 
a head for the runner-up spot. 

Hisby was predictably excited after the 
race. The 25-year-old from Peru had only 
won a dozen races-of any kind-since 
moving to the U.S. in 2013. He’d been 
in just 26 races last year and had fewer 
than 100 mounts this year, before the 
Commonwealth Derby. 

“This is the biggest race I’ve ever won 
in my hfe,” he said through an interpreter. 
“I’m very happy.” 

Hisby met Matejka at The Thorough¬ 
bred Center in north Lexington, Ky, where 
Matejka trains privately for Preston Stables 
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Mr Speaker reaches for the finish in his Commonweaith Cup-G2 
triumph for Phipps Stabie and trainer Shug McGaughey.

and Prestonwood. Hisby didn’t, and still 
doesn’t, have an agent. Though his English 
is limited, he made a big impression on 
Matejka. 

“He’s a pretty hard-working guy He 
shows up every day,” Matejka said. “I told 
him, ‘OK, I’ll give you a shot.’ And he won 
the race. . . He was extremely excited after 
the race and he was very grateful.” 

Matejka, himself, felt extreme grati¬ 
tude. The Slovakian trainer was born in 
Bratislava, just a mile-and-a-half from a 
racetrack. He was always interested in 
horses and explored it even further when 
he moved to Australia for school. Soon 
after, he started working part-time at the 
track for famed trainer Gai Waterhouse. 
There was more travel in Matejka’s future. 

He landed in the U.S. in 2003 but didn’t 
settle in the States until four years ago. 
Prior to training for the Prestons — a family 
that has raced the likes of champion older 
male Victory Gallop, two-time Breeders’ 
Cup Mile-Gl winner Da Hoss and cham¬ 
pion sprinter Groovy-Matejka was an 
assistant to Eddie KenneaUy, Rusty Arnold, 
Kathleen O’Connell and Tim Schuh. 

One Go All Go was something of a 
project for Matejka. 

Bred by Albert Coppola, the colt sold 
to Martin Nixon’s Feel the Thunder Stable 
for $40,000 at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 
2-year-old sale in May 2014. Three months 
later, he won his debut at Arlington Park 
for Nixon and trainer Michael Stidham and 
backed up that performance with a third 
in the Arlington-Washington Futurity-G3. 
Sold to Preston and Prestonwood, and 
moved to trainer Bill Mott, One Go All 
Go finished fifth and fourth in two allow¬ 
ance starts (the latter behind Dortmund 
at ChurchiU Downs) to end his juvenile 
campaign. A front ankle chip derailed the 
horse’s short-term future, but One Go All 
Go got back to work with Matejka. 

“We were very, very happy,” Matejka 
said. “He always had ability but we hadn’t 
reached it. This race, he proved that and 
justified his potential. It’s not life changing 
but it puts you on the map, you know. It’s 
just a better feeling that we achieved some¬ 
thing that not many people believed that 
we could do.” 

One Go AU Go’s lifetime earnings 
soared from $37,565 to $272,765 with the 
victory. 

DOUBLE DOSE 

September proved an especially suc¬ 
cessful month at Laurel for Hall of Fame 
trainer Shug McGaughey. 


On consecutive weekends, he scooped 
two major turf races—the Commonwealth 
Cup-G2 with Phipps Stable’s Mr Speaker 
and the Commonwealth Oaks-G3 with 
Stuart Janney Ill’s Onus. 

In the $250,000 Commonwealth (for¬ 
merly the Colonial Turf Cup when run 
at Colonial Downs), Mr Speaker reestab¬ 
lished himself as a force in the older male 
turf division after a somewhat disappoint¬ 
ing first half of 2015. Coming into the 
race, the 4-year-old Pulpit colt had won 


only once in six races since winning the 
Belmont Derby Invitational in July 2014. 

McGaughey admitted Mr Speaker had 
gotten off to a slow start this year but 
attributed his fourth in Woodbine’s Sky 
Classic-G2 prior to the Commonwealth 
Cup to bad racing luck. Regardless, the 
Phipps homebred reversed his fortunes in 
a major way at Laurel. 

Mr Speaker broke cleanly and was rated 
early by Jose Ortiz off a fairly slow pace set 
by Cut to Order.

Mr Speaker saved ground to the quarter 
pole, when he swung out and rolled past 
his only remaining threat, Legendary (GB). 
That rival battled gamely to the wire but 
finished IV 4 lengths behind Mr Speaker, 
who clocked in at 1:47.77 for IVs miles on 
firm turf. 


“He was training awfuUy well, so we 
thought he would go down and run well,’’ 
McGaughey said. “It looked like to me that 
he was loaded the whole way and it did not 
come as a surprise.” 

The victory was Mr Speaker’s fourth 
graded stakes triumph and sixth win 


overall from 16 starts. He has racked up 
$1,220,044 in earnings. 

As decisive as Mr Speaker’s victory 
was, an even more emphatic statement 
was made a week later in the $150,000 
Commonwealth Oaks by Onus. Janney’s 
homebred 3-year-old daughter of Blame 
made easy work of 10 other runners in her 
stakes debut. 

Onus steadied just after the break under 
Forest Boyce but found smooth sailing 
from there. She comfortably stalked the 
pace set by longshot Heart of Midway 
before making a move entering the stretch. 
Onus passed her rivals with ease, complet¬ 
ing IVs miles on firm turf in 1:47.12. Her 
nearest competitor was 4y2 lengths behind, 
as Lola Beaux (GB) nosed out Stormy 
Regatta for second. 

“I was really happy about seeing her be 
able to take that step up,” McGaughey said. 
“I was happy about the way she laid in the 
race. And I was equally happy when she 
was able to finish as well as she did. You 
know, a mile and an eighth going 1:47 and 
change is pretty good for a 3-year-old fiUy 
It made us feel good about what might be 
in store for her.” 

The Commonwealth Oaks was Onus’ 
official coming-out party but the filly had 
already made two big splashes at Laurel. It 
started in July, when she broke her maiden 
by 8 lengths. She followed up by setting a 
course record of 1:39.26 for iyi6 miles, en- 
route to a 10 y 2 -length victory in entry-level 
allowance company in August. 

Onus’ hot streak did take a little while 
to get started. She finished fourth in her 
2-year-old debut at Saratoga and then 
fourth again in her next start at Belmont. 
Both races were sprints on the dirt. 

After turning her out for a few months 
and then sending her to Pays on Park to 
train on turf, McGaughey brought Onus 
back to the races in April at Keeneland. 
Going long on the turf for the first time, 
she finished seventh in a maiden race. 
McGaughey brought her to Fair Hill, 
where he got Onus freshened up and 
started over again. 

“She probably needed the race at 
Keeneland,” he said. “She trained good 
[at Fair HiU]. It wasn’t really a light bulb 
going on there. It was just a matter of her 
needing a little time. We always thought 
she was OK. 

“I’m excited about her,” McGaughey 
said. “I was excited about running her [in 
the Commonwealth Oaks] to kind of see 
what we had. She answered that question. 
I’m excited that she came out of the race 
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well and I’m excited about what type of 
future she’s got.” 

BOUNCE BACK 

Bruce Brown felt pretty strongly 
about his chances as he watched the final 
moments of the $100,000 Laurel Dash 
Stakes. It was clear that he was going to 
win the race; the only question was which 
of the two horses he trains would end up 
on top in the 6-furlong turf sprint. 

Spring to the Sky, a 6-year-old mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner owned by Anthony 
McCarthy, led from the moment the gate 
doors opened. To the horse’s outside sat 
Brown’s other runner. Chalk Racing’s 
7-year-old Maryland-bred Night Officer. 

Though Night Officer appeared to be 
making a winning move, gaining ground 
through the stretch, race dynamics favored 
his stablemate. Night Officer had been 
three wide on the turn and then remained 
on his left lead. Meanwhile, Spring to the 
Sky benefitted from a dream trip, sav¬ 
ing ground on a loose lead, while setting 
uncontested splits of :23.31, :47.90 and 
1:00.24. 

“He’s got good speed and he’s one of 
those horses that really fights on when he 
does get the lead,” Brown said. “A lot of 
his races, it always looks like horses are 
going to go by him—and they rarely do.” 

Brown’s gut told him Spring to the Sky 
(Mike Luzzi) would dig in, and he held on 
to win by a half-length over Night Officer, 
while covering 6 furlongs over yielding turf 
in 1:13.57. A P Elvis finished third. 

“The result was good for us. The only 
thing better would’ve been a dead heat 
but that’s a little much to ask for,” Brown 
joked. 

Spring to the Sky, who won for the 
seventh time in 30 career starts, pushed his 
career earnings to $511,700. The Laurel 
Dash was his first win in six races in 2015. 

“The main thing was getting out of 
the gate,” Brown said. “He uses his speed 
to his advantage. He’s very tough when 
he makes the lead. He had been breaking 
good last year and he hadn’t really been 
breaking good this year, up until [this 
race].” *

A Suitable Spot 

Hot City Girl ships in from New York 
to win Oaks for Rice, Lady Sheila

T he Sept. 19 Charles Town Oaks-G3 
wasn’t always on the calendar for Hot 
City Girl, but the 3-year-old City Zip 
filly made the most of her night in West 
Virginia after shipping in from New York 
for trainer Linda Rice. 

Overlooked as she came into the 
$350,000 stakes race off of a nearly three- 
month layoff. Hot City Girl broke from the 
gate at 7-1. Under Jose Ortiz, who’d pulled 
into the Charles Town parking lot just 
hours after winning the Commonwealth 
Cup-G2 at Laurel Park, the fiUy sizzled on 
the front end. 

“I put blinkers on her, thinking that 
would help her with the night racing and 
the lights and everything else,” Rice said. “I 
think that they certainly helped.” 

The switch to blinkers resulted in more 
early speed than Hot City Girl had shown. 
She set loose splits of :22.96, :46.74, 
1:10.64 and crossed the wire in 1:23.80 for 
7 furlongs. 

Hot City Girl won by 2 V 2 lengths 
from Temper Mint Patty, trained by Todd 
Pletcher for Repole Stable. Back in third 
was 40-1 long shot Toutsie Rules. Sarah Sis 
finished last of six as the 3-2 favorite. 

Winning the Charles Town Oaks wasn’t 
so much a surprise as it was the culmina¬ 
tion of a fortuitous unfolding of events for 
Hot City Girl. 

The New York-bred filly, out of the 
Hook and Ladder mare Noble Fire-more 
on her shortly—was entered in the $300,000 
Prioress Stakes-G2 at Saratoga just a few 
weeks earlier. 

After the race was drawn. Rice called 
an audible. 

“I scratched her out of the Prioress at 
Saratoga because, frankly, [eventual win¬ 
ner] Cavorting was coming back in that 
race,” Rice said. “The race looked awfuUy 
tough. It was a big, bulky field and I was 
in the one hole. I was looking for a better 
spot.” 

The Charles Town Oaks would be that 
spot. 

StiU, Rice, who runs her operation out 
of New York and rarely ships to West 
Virginia, needed a rider. In another for¬ 
tunate twist, one of her go-to guys hap¬ 
pened to be in the neighborhood, or close 
enough. 

“Fortunately, Jose Ortiz was at Laurel 
and was able to get to Charles Town to ride 
her at night,” Rice said. “He rode a beauti-

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ful race and was pretty assertive away from 
the gate with her ” 

The final variable was the decision to 
add blinkers. Rice considered using them 
on Hot City Girl coming out of a fourth 
in the Bouwerie Stakes in May at Belmont 
Park. However, her next race was the 
Mother Goose-Gl going lVi6 miles and 
Rice opted against trying the blinkers while 
stretching out. The use of blinkers for the 
first time at Charles Town got the desired 
effect, eliciting the kind of early speed Hot 
City Girl needed to dictate the race. 

Hot City Girl improved to 3-for-9 and 
boosted her earnings to $344,150 for Sheila 
Rosumblum’s Lady Sheila Stable. 

A former ballerina and New York 
City socialite, Rosenblum has made big 
waves since partnering with Rice a few 
years ago. Together, they purchased La 
Verdad, a multiple graded stakes winner 
with 15 career victories from 21 starts and 
$1,350,700 in earnings through Sept. 30. La 
Verdad is Hot City Girl’s older half-sister. 
Both were bred by Eklektikos Stable in 
New York and their dam. Noble Fire, has a 
history with Rice dating back to 2007. 

“I purchased Noble Fire as a 2-year-old 
at the OBS April sale and raced her for 
[Fklektikos],” Rice said. “She went on to 
be a broodmare and she’s been quite suc¬ 
cessful.” 

Noble Fire has been as hot as any 
broodmare anywhere and added to her 
bragging rights —and the bankroll of Rice 
and Rosenblum—when exacdy a week after 
the Charles Town Oaks, La Verdad won the 
Gallant Bloom Handicap-G2 at Belmont. 
The winning rider was again Ortiz. 

While Hot City Girl might have a litde 
catching up to do, at least in the stakes 
and earnings department, she’s two years 
younger than La Verdad. Rice believes the 
Charles Town Oaks could be a sign of 
things to come. 

“She obviously turned out great,” she 
said. “I also think she’s getting better with 
age. She looks like she’s just coming into 
herself right now.” 

STILL SMOKING 

He’s earned his upcoming retirement, 
but Pants On Fire continued to show 
there’s plenty of racing fuel still burning as 
he captured the $100,000 Wild and Won¬ 
derful Stakes on the Oaks undercard. 

The 7-year-old Kentucky-bred son of 
Jump Start entered the race with just one 
victory in 2015. Despite winning the Wild 
and Wonderful last year, and coming in 
with a class-edge over six other challengers.

Both were a half-length behind Pants On 
Fire when he crossed the wire in 1:23.55 
for 7 furlongs. 

'd was rooting and yelling for him to 
get up in time and, luckily, Paco seemed 
to have it measured pretty good,” Breen 
said. “He came back and said d had ’em.’ 
So, he seemed more confident riding than 
us watching.” 

Bred and owned by George and Lori 
HaU, Pants On Fire notched his 11th 
win—eight in stakes —and pushed his earn¬ 
ings to $1,641,375. Breen said that the Wild 
and Wonderful would be Pants On Fire’s 
last race at Charles Town and potentially 
his second-to-last race, altogether. 

“We’re not 100-percent certain where 
he’s going to run in his next race,” Breen 
said. “Last year, we ran third in the 
Breeders’ Cup [Dirt] Mile. That is a pos¬ 
sibility. We’re not quite sure what we’re 
doing for what might be the final race of 
his career. Then, hopefully we’U find him a 
nice place to be a sire. 

“He’s about the most honest horse I’ve 
ever trained and I’m afraid to think about 
not having him in my barn anymore. He’s 
just ultra consistent. I miss him already, just 
thinking about him not being there.” 

NIGHHIME PERFORMER 

With a name like Walk of Stars, it’s no 
surprise that the 4-year-old Street Sense 
filly shows a knack for performing under 
the lights. The lights of Charles Town, 
that is. In the $100,000 Pink Ribbon Stakes 
Sept. 19, Walk of Stars made it four wins 
from six races over the West Virginia oval, 
as she wired the field at odds of 13-1. 

“What we’ve learned about her is that 
she seems to have an affinity for two 
things,” said trainer Mike Trombetta. “She 
likes the half-mile buUring-type racetracks 
and she likes to be running up on the front 
end of things. When she gets up there, she 
gets a lot of courage and she’s very hard 
to pass.” 

That was the case in the Pink Ribbon. 
Walk of Stars surged out of the gate under 


trainer Kelly Breen stiU had some reserva¬ 
tions. 

“I was very concerned about the race 
going into it,” Breen said. “You have a 
couple of local Charles Town horses that 
are proven over the track, and there was 


a lot of speed in the race. I thought the 
race came up a little tougher than it did 
last year.” 

Breen’s concerns were warranted, in 
that it took Pants On Fire and jockey Paco 
Lopez until the final few strides to get up

Travis Dunkelberger to open a 2V2-length 
lead after a quarter-mile in :23.28. They 
covered the half in :46.67 and still had a 
comfortable lead turning for home. 

“That was the whole goal, to just go to 
the lead and go from there,” Dunkelburger 
said. “We went so fast around the turn that 
I was pretty concerned coming to the wire 
because I knew she was running as hard as 
she could.” 

Walk of Stars did slow in the stretch 
and Dixiana Farms’ Julie’s Jewelry made 
one final surge. As they hit the finish. 
Walk of Stars managed to hang on by a 
neck over Julie’s Jewelry, after 1:23.92 for 7 
furlongs. Race favorite and multiple stakes 
winner Flattering Bea finished third. 

“To be honest, it was by far the tough¬ 
est group she had to run against, and it was 
a very nice surprise to see her do as well 
as she did against those kind of horses,” 
Trombetta said. 

Walk of Stars is an R. Larry Johnson 
homebred out of the Star de Naskra mare 
Star Kell. The dam has produced stakes 
winners like Strike the Moon, who won 
the 2011 Charles Town Oaks and was a 


runner-up in the 2013 Pink Ribbon. Walk 
of Stars is also a half-sister to stakesplaced 
What Time It Is and Listentothewindblo. 

SENTIMENTAL SCORE 

John McKee entered horses in past 
editions of the Rachel’s Turn Stakes, hop¬ 
ing one day he’d win it. While the race 
might look like just another stakes race, it 
was always personal for McKee. He bred, 
trained and raced Rachel’s Turn, a multiple 
stakes winner who racked up 15 wins and 
$158,432 in earnings from 1990 to 1992. 

It aU came fuU circle for McKee when 
his 2-year-old homebred Aye a Song cap¬ 
tured the 2015 running of the Rachel’s 
Turn. She led all the way under Christian 
Hiraldo and held off 1-5 favorite R C’s 
Daisyduke in the 4V2-furlong sprint for 
West Virginia-breds. 

“It meant a little extra to us because of 
having Rachel’s Turn,” McKee said. “We 
tried to have something in the race aU the 
time but we hadn’t been fortunate enough 
to win it.” 

Aye a Song was the third choice in the 
Rachel’s Turn and McKee wasn’t overly 
confident going in, considering it was only 


her second career start and it was off a 
considerable layoff The Fiber Sonde fiUy 
had previously broken her maiden in June 
at Charles Town. 

“I was a little concerned because my 
horse had only run one time and that was 
earlier in the year,” McKee said. “So, that’s 
always a concern, when there’s other 
horses that have other races in the mean¬ 
time.” 

FULL PINK RIBBON CARD 

The six-stakes program on the evening 
of Sept. 19 also included two additional 
414-furlong state-bred stakes: the Henry 
Mercer Memorial for 2-year-olds and It’s 
Only Money for older runners. Trainer Jeff 
Runco sent out juvenile filly Stoweshoe to 
face the boys instead of the fillies that eve¬ 
ning and she won easily by 2% lengths for 
her second win in as many starts. 

James Casey’s homebred 6-year-old 
veteran Greenway Court kept his record 
perfect in 2015 and recorded a hat trick in 
the It’s Only Money. He led throughout, 
recording a time of :50.92, just .42 seconds 
off the track record. #

Landmark Title 

Maryland native, ex-jockey Connelly 
captures first training championship

T eresa Connelly blazed a new trail at 
Presque Isle Downs during its 2015 
meeting and became the first woman 
to capture the track’s training title. 

The former jockey, who rode under 
the name Teresa Canary, won 40 races at 
the meet, which ended Oct. 6. She led her 
nearest rival, Wayne Rice, by 11 victories 
on the final leaderboard. A week before the 
meet ended, she wasn’t taking anything for 
granted but was proud. 

“It would be my first training title,” 
said Connelly, who operates the Endeavor 
Bloodstock training facility in Ocala, Fla., 
with her husband, Ron Connelly, and rents 


a home near Presque Isle during the meet. 
“I’ve come to Presque Isle for the last four 
years after I used to go to Colonial Downs. 
The first year I came with two homebreds 
as an owner; the second year with eight 
horses as a trainer; the third with 17 horses, 
and this year with 21. You need 20 to 
30 head to be in the running for leading 
trainer.” 

Connelly was born in Annapolis, Md., 
and didn’t come from a racing family, but 
she was horse crazy as a young girl. 

She initially became interested in 
Thoroughbreds after visiting Bowie Race 
Course, and said as soon as she set foot 


there, she knew what she wanted to do the 
rest of her life. 

Connelly recorded 333 riding wins from 
1989-97, primarily at Penn National Race 
Course, where she met her husband, an 
equine dentist. Ron Connelly’s father is 
A.B. “Brice” Connelly, who trained at the 
now-defunct Commodore Downs, also 
located in Erie, about 10 miles from where 
Presque Isle now stands. 

Teresa Connelly gets on most of her 
horses in the morning and one of her 
best this year is Unflinching, who led 
the meet with six wins (including three 
in September). Unflinching, a 5-year-old 
daughter of Straight Man bred by the 
Connellys in Pennsylvania who placed in 
the Tippett Stakes at Colonial Downs as 
a 2-year-old, ended the Presque Isle meet 
with $276,328 earned in her career. 

Other horses to record multiple victo¬ 
ries for Connelly include Endeavor Blood¬ 
stock’s 4-year-old Rock Hard Ten gelding 
Sorocaima, who clicked four times, and the 
2-year-old Hat Trick (Jpn) gelding Lovebug, 
who also won four races, including three 
allowances. Lovebug, owned by Linda 
Martinez and Michael J. Bat savage, was a 
$1,000 purchase by Martinez at the OBS 
2-year-old sale in April and earned $77,380 
(all at Presque Isle) through Oct. 13. 

STAKES ROUND-UP 

■ Living The Life (Ire) joined the ranks of 
Informed Decision and Groupie DoU as 
back-to-back winners of the track’s rich¬ 
est race, the $400,000 Presque Isle Downs 
Masters Stakes-G2 Sept. 7. 

The 5-year-old daughter of Footsteps- 
inthesand, owned by HnR Nothhaft Racing 
and trained in California by Gary Mandella, 
tracked the leaders while racing midpack 
down the backstretch in the bV^-furlong 
contest, angled to the rail at the head of the 
lane and rallied strongly under Joe Bravo to 
get up in time. She edged Leigh Court, the 
6-5 favorite, by three-quarters of a length. 
Miss Mischief was third. 

The $240,000 Living The Life earned 
increased her lifetime earnings to $791,454. 
Tenth in the 2014 Breeders’ Cup Filly and 
Mare Sprint-Gl after winning the Masters, 
Living The Life opened 2015 with a stakes 
win at Golden Gate in March but lost her 
next three starts before the Masters repeat. 

■ Live Oak Plantation’s Florida Won ben¬ 
efited from a ground-saving trip under 
Patrick Husbands to win the ninth running 
of the $200,000 Presque Isle Mile Sept. 6.

The 4-year-old son of Birdstone, com¬ 
ing off a victory in the Seagram Cup-G3 
at Woodbine, rallied along the fence after 
lagging behind early and staged a late run 
to grab the lead and win by three-quarters 
of a length over the fast-closing Midnight 
Cello. Trained by Mark Casse, Florida Won 
was sent off as the 2-1 favorite in the field 
of 10 and covered the distance in 1:36.64. 

Also on the Sept. 6 card, The Elkstone 
Group’s homebred Balk took top honors 
in the 6-furlong $75,000 Mark McDermott 
Stakes. Trained by Ron Potts, the 2-year- 
old Street Boss gelding sat just off the pace 
set by stablemate Total Futbol before mak¬ 
ing his move and winning by VA lengths. 

He returned a month later to capture 
the $100,000 Fitz Dixon Jr. Memorial 
Juvenile, leading at every caU.

Bookend Scores 

Stiffed completes stakes double 
for Holly Crest, Mazza in Jersey Girl

H er name may be Stiffed, but Holly 
Crest Farm’s homebred didn’t cheat 
anybody out of anything during the 
2015 Monmouth Park meeting. 

The 4-year-old filly flourished under 
the tutelage of trainer John Mazza and 
bookended the season with a pair of 
stakes wins, the first in May when she 
beat an open-company field that included 
graded stakes winner Got Lucky in the 
Monmouth Beach Stakes and the sec¬ 
ond when she took the Jersey Girl on 
the Sept. 12 New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Festival card. 

In between, she was second to Got 
Lucky in the Molly Pitcher-G3 in July and 
fourth to that rival when stepping out 
into open company again in the Lady’s 


Secret Stakes on the Haskell Invitational 
undercard. 

“She’s a very nice filly and she looks 
like a million dollars,” said the 78-year-old 
Mazza, who has been the private trainer for 
Vincent Anneralla’s HoUy Crest Farm in 
Locust, N.J., and a mainstay in Barn 3 on 
Monmouth’s backside for 51 years. 

“I’ve had offers for her from a couple 
of guys in Kentucky. They all offered me 
over a half-million dollars. But she’s very 
healthy, and she’s graded-stakes placed, 
and Vinnie doesn’t want to sell. He loves 
the horses. We breed a lot of horses and 
he never sells anything. We’re going to keep 
her and run her.” 

Why wouldn’t they? 

Despite not making it to the races until 
June of her 3-year-old season, the daughter 
of Stephen Got Even out of the unraced 
Silver Deputy mare High Noon Nellie 
gave her connections a nice return on their 
investment this year. She was victorious 
in three of her five starts and placed sec¬ 
ond in another for $166,400 in earnings 
through Sept. 30. That boosted her career 
record to 5-1-2 in 13 outings and a total of 
$227,425. 

“When she was born, she had no prob¬ 
lems and I sent her to Timmy Kelly to be 
broken at Ralph Cessa’s farm in Florida. 
She had some issues with ankles and feet, 
and this and that, so I gave her time off,” 
said Mazza, who splits his year between 
Monmouth and Gulfstream Park. “After 
about three months I put her in training 
and she was going good, but then I had to 
back off her again. She had a bruise on her 
foot, probably stepped on a stone, so I had 
to give her more time off and after a cou¬ 
ple of months she was fine. So I put her 
back in training before we went to Florida 
and then she came up with an ankle. I don’t 
inject horses or do any of that because at 
HoUy Crest we turn them out. 

“I gave her more time and when we 
got to Gulfstream I gave her two more 
months. Then I put her back in training 
and she finally started coming around. It 
took five months to get her ready and she 
developed into a real nice fiUy She wound 
up being a good horse and she’s stiU going 
good.” 

Mazza and his longtime significant other 
Rosemarie Shockley, who assists him in the 
barn every day, head south to Gulfstream 
each November and are looking at some 
sweet spots for Stiffed before they return 
to Monmouth for her 2016 campaign. 

The affable and multiple graded stakes- 
winning trainer, 2012 winner of Mon- 
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mouth’s prestigious Buddy Raines Award, 
would like to slow down after winning 
almost 500 races and more than 50 stakes 
in his career. That won’t happen in the 
foreseeable future. 

‘'Vinnie is my friend and we’ve raised 
and raced horses in New Jersey for 51 
years,” he said. “We don’t even claim horses, 
we raise our own. This fiUy’s mother is in 
foal to Gemologist and I have a half-sister 
to Stiffed by Langfuhr and a full-sister 
to her coming up. We send the mares to 
Kentucky to be bred and they foal in New 
Jersey. We have some other really nicely 
bred mares in foal to Gemologist and 
Discreetly Mine. We’re getting busier.” 

Mazza, who also trains for a few long¬ 
time close friends, has 39 horses, including 
weanlings and yearlings, under his care. 
He conditioned Madefromlucky last year 
before his friend and Florida neighbor 
Mac Nichol sold 75 percent of the colt to 
Cheyenne Stables after the son of Lookin 
At Lucky graduated from the maiden ranks 
at Gulfstream in December. 

Are there any regrets now that Made¬ 
fromlucky has gone on to become a mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner this year for 
Todd Fletcher? Hardly. 

“I sold him for a milli on dollars. I 
bought him for $150,000 and we decided 
to sell him because that’s a lot of money 
and you can’t turn that down,” Mazza said. 
“That’s a lot of money and it’s hard to turn 
that down in this business. You can wake 
up in the morning and come in to the barn 
and your horse is lying in the stall with its 
leg up in the air. I’ve had horses for Mac 
before and we’ve been lucky and made 
some money, but this was a home run.” 

Mazza, who saddled the winner of the 
first race at The Meadowlands in 1977 with 
Play the Palace, is looking to strike gold 
with another promising Kentucky-bred 
2-year-old. The colt is a son of cham¬ 
pion and top young sire Uncle Mo out of 
stakes-winning mare Sea Road, by Tale of 
the Cat, who was a $190,000 purchase at 
the OBS March sale of selected 2-year- 
olds in training. 

“His name is Sea Wizard. I haven’t run 
him yet, but he looks like he’s going to be 
a super horse,” said Mazza, who trained 
1992 Hopeful Stakes-Gl winner Great 
Navigator for Shockley and her late hus¬ 
band, Ron. 

Great Navigator won stakes at the 
Meadowlands, Gulfstream and Hialeah 
Park after the Hopeful but broke down 
in the 1993 Jersey Shore Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes and could not be saved despite 


heroic efforts. He is buried in Monmouth’s 
infield. 

“We’ve had a lot of good horses in my 
time,” Mazza said. 'We’ve had some good 
years and we’ve had some lean years, but 
mostly good years. I have a lot to look 
forward to.” 

MEET FIGURES 

Monmouth Park experienced a success¬ 
ful 58-day meet despite intense competi¬ 
tion from nearby tracks in the Mid-Atlantic 
and Northeast that offer purses enhanced 
by casino and slot-machine revenue. 

Total handle at the meet was 
$266,614,458, up 1.9 percent, and the 
average daily all-sources handle of 
$4,596,801 saw a slight bump of .24 per¬ 
cent. Attendance increased 3.8 percent 
to an average of 9,646 fans per day, but 


on-track average daily handle dropped 2.2 
percent to $526,821. 

Purses averaged $392,745 per day for a 
total of $22,779,230 and the average field 
size of 8.11 horses increased 1.5 percent. 

The numbers got a boost from the 
highlight of the meet, the $1.75 million 
Haskell Invitational Stakes-Gl. The big¬ 
gest race on the annual stakes sched¬ 
ule spotlighted American Pharoah in his 
first race since winning the Triple Crown 
and attracted a record crowd of 60,983 
and generated a record aU-sources handle 
of more than $20 million. 

Paco Lopez topped the jockeys’ stand¬ 
ings for the third time in four years with 
74 wins and Jorge Navarro was the leading 
trainer for the third consecutive season 
with 42 victories. Midwest Thoroughbreds 
won the owners’ title for the first time with 
17 victories. *

N ever look a gift horse in the mouth, 
or so the old saying goes. But if 
Rodolfo Romero had heeded those 
words, then he never would have had 
Galiana in his life. 

Galiana, a 5-year-old New York-bred 
daughter of Stonesider, has won 15 of 28 
starts for Romero, eight of them stakes. 
She’s shown a strong affinity for Delaware 
Park, winning there nine times. Her most 
recent stakes triumph came Sept. 12 
when she captured the $75,125 Tax Free 
Shopping Distaff Stakes for the third con¬ 
secutive year. 

Hammered down to 2-10, Gahana 
seized the lead in the 6-furlong test at the 
half-mile pole, poking her head in front of 
Outwithbigdaddy. The outcome was not 


in doubt from that point. With just a mild 
shake of the reins from Carol Cedeno, the 
chestnut mare spurted away and rumbled 
down the stretch, ahead by 3y2 lengths at 
the eighth pole and 5y4 at the wire. 

The $45,000 Galiana earned boosted 
her lifetime total to $616,621 through 
Sept. 30. 

And what did she cost Romero? 
Nothing. She was free, a giveaway who was 
unsound. 

“Another trainer gave her to me when 
she was a 2-year-old,” said Romero, who 
worked for trainer Tim Ritchey for nearly 
two decades before getting his own train¬ 
er’s license. “She was really lame. I remem¬ 
ber telling him, "You gave me a horse that’s 
no good.’” 


It turned out that Galiana had a high 
suspensory injury. Romero bhstered her 
twice “and that was it,” he said. 

Because she never showed much in 
the morning, Romero decided she would 
make her debut in a maiden-claiming race 
at 6 furlongs for a $7,500 tag at Delaware 
in June 2013. What he witnessed made his 
head spin. 

Dismissed by Delaware bettors at 10-1, 
Galiana didn’t break sharply, instead duck¬ 
ing in from her inside post. Jockey Vince 
HaUiday got her straightened out and she 
took off, collaring the leader on the outside 
after a half-mile, and then cruising home 
the easiest of winners, by 7% lengths. 

While Galiana didn’t fire in her next 
start, a $30,000 claiming race on the turf 
three weeks later at Delaware, Romero 
shipped her to Saratoga in late July for a 
race back on the dirt in allowance company 
against fellow New York-breds. Sent off at 
69-1, she survived a dogfight in the stretch 
to win, paying $141.50 and giving Romero 
a payday of $43,200. 

“They said I was crazy to go to Saratoga, 
especially entering a horse in a race with a 
$72,000 purse that had just won for $7,500 
at Delaware,” he said. 

Galiana did it again in early August 
at the Spa, winning a similar race with a 
$74,000 purse, but this time at 7-1. 

Galiana became a stakes star for 
Romero after those races. While the bulk 
of her stakes wins have come at Delaware, 
Romero’s base during the spring and sum¬ 
mer, she placed in the Hurricane Bertie 
Stakes-G3 at Gulfstream Park last winter, 
and won two stakes at PimHco this year— 
the April 18 Primonetta Stakes and May 15 
Skipat Stakes. 

Of her eight added-money victories, 
Romero said it was the $100,000 Primon¬ 
etta that was the most exciting. Galiana 
rallied four-wide down the Pimhco stretch, 
seized the lead and then drew off with a 
flourish. 

The mare and her trainer also share 
a similar heritage-she is out of the 
Argentine-bred mare Baby Jess, while 
Romero hails from the town of La Plata, 
Argentina, where he first learned about 
racehorses before coming to the U.S. 

With such a record, Romero knows 
Galiana has value as a broodmare, but 
hasn’t started thinking about retiring her 
quite yet. 

“She’s the queen of my barn,” he said. 
“She looks like a pony out on the track in 
the morning, and she’s so easy to gallop. 
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but in the afternoon, she’s all business. She 
has been really, really good to me.” 

TRAINER WILSON FINDS SUCCESS 

Trainer Campbell Wilson only sent out 
14 starters through Sept. 30, but he’s made 
the most of almost every opportunity. 

One such opportunity came Sept. 12, 
when he saddled Barry and Joni Butzow’s 
G G’s Secondchance, a Delaware-certified 
3-year-old son of Yes It’s True, to a third in 
the $75,000 New Castle Stakes. It was the 
first time the colt had started for Wilson 
after having won or placed in allowances 
aU season long for trainer Mac Robinson. 

Among Wilson’s three winners this sea¬ 
son are Hugh Robertson’s Golden Moon 
in a $35,000 allowance Sept. 7 and Jer-Mar 
Stable’s Stormy Holiday in a $10,000 claim¬ 
ing race with a $26,375 purse Sept. 12. 

Wilson, a 38-year-old native of Canada, 
has been around horses since he was a 
boy and first learned to ride at the White 
Oaks Academy in Chippewa, Ontario. He 
attended the races with his parents at Fort 
Erie, and it was there he feU in love with 
the sport. As a teenager he worked for a 
farm in Lexington, Ky, and although he 
was working long hours, thought it was 
where he belonged rather than at college. 

Wilson later worked for trainers Justin 
Nixon and Layne Giliforte. He then took 
a job with New York-based trainer Tom 
Skiffington, and described that experience 
as being “a whole different ball game,” stat¬ 
ing that Skiffington had a unique approach 
to training, and the lessons he learned were 
invaluable. 

Wilson took out his training license in 
2001 and his first starter became his first 
winner when Boo Who scored at Fort Erie 
that October. 

Wilson applied for an assistant trainer’s 
position in Saudi Arabia in 2008 and was 
given a six-month contract with head train¬ 
er Bruce Anderson. When Anderson sud¬ 
denly quit, Wilson was selected to replace 
him, and overnight had more than 90 
horses to train. 

Seven years later, Wilson returned to 
the U.S. and has been quietly making a liv¬ 
ing at Delaware while winning at a 21-per- 
cent clip, and hitting the board 64 percent 
of the time.

He won his previous start—a $25,000 
maiden claiming race going 6 furlongs—by 
16y2 lengths July 25 at Parx Racing. Those 
two victories set up Trouble Kid’s victory 


in the $300,000 Gallant Bob Stakes-G3 
on the Pennsylvania Derby-G2 undercard 
Sept. 19. 

■ The annual Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association’s Owner’s Day 
celebration took place Sept. 12 with a card 
highlighted by six stakes, three for horses 
who had started at Delaware—the New 
Castle, George Rosenberger Memorial 
and DTHA Governors Day Stakes, each 
$75,000 guaranteed. 

Jake N Elwood collected the seventh 
victory of his 19-race career in the 6-fur¬ 
long New Castle, in which he was ham¬ 
mered down to 1-20. He ran true to his 
price, rolling home by 7y2 lengths over 
Coach Fridge in 1:09.95. 

In the George Rosenberger at iyi6 
miles on turf, the Graham Motion-trained 
Empress Maker popped at 22-1 over the 
good course. 

Ain’t Got Time earned his second stakes 
win of meet in the DTHA Governor’s Day 
at 1 mile and 70 yards, setting nearly every 
fraction as the 2-1 favorite. He also won 
the Carl Hanford Memorial in July. ^

A Fast start 

Plant improvements, rich purses 
highlight opening of first Fall Festival

S eptember has always been the high¬ 
light of the year-long racing schedule 
at Parx Racing, but this year the fes¬ 
tivities kicked off a few days early with the 
first program of the new $20 million Fall 
Festival. 

The Fall Festival began Aug. 29 with an 
11 -race card and total purses of more than 
$1 million, including the $300,000 Smarty 
Jones Stakes-G3 for 3-year-olds. 

The increased purse levels came as a 
result of the Bensalem track’s planned 
reduction in dates beginning in late Dec¬ 
ember and continuing through mid-Febru¬ 
ary, as well as three weeks in August 2016. 
Parx management and the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 
agreed to a three-year deal in early summer 
to reduce live racing days going forward to 
156. The track wiU remain open for train¬ 


ing year-round, including the days closed 
for live racing. 

Also as part of the new agreement, Parx 
management has pledged to invest an addi¬ 
tional $4.4 million in racetrack infrastruc¬ 
ture and property improvements. As the 
Fall Festival kicked off, a $600,000 facelift 
to the paddock, walking ring and winner’s 
circle could be seen. Other improvements 
scheduled are the installation of a new 
safety rail and a variety of enhancements to 
the backstretch that include long-overdue 
paving and planting of trees between barns. 

In the Smarty Jones, Kentucky invader 
Island Town shipped in for trainer Ian 
Wilkes and owners Six Column Stables, 
Randall Bloch, John Seiler and David HaU 
to take the 1-mile and 70-yard test over five 
other 3-year-olds. The Hard Spun gelding, 
bred by his owners, rallied from just off 


the pace to win by 6% lengths under Brian 
Hernandez Jr. Among the vanquished was 
Lael Stables’ classic-placed Divining Rod. 

EIGHTH WONDER WINS DEBUT 

One of the most impressive debuts 
by a 2-year-old fiUy this year at Parx came 
in the opener Sept. 19 when Gryphon 
Investments’ homebred Pioneerof the 
Nile filly Eighth Wonder romped for train¬ 
er Dee Curry. 

Dismissed at 22-1 and breaking from 
post 11 in the 5y2-furlong maiden special 
weight. Eighth Wonder opened up early 
under Jose Flores and rolled under the wire 
7% lengths in front of her nearest compet¬ 
itor, Blushing Humor. Eighth Wonder col¬ 
lected a nifty first-place check of $50,400. 

The fiUy, out of the multiple stakes-win- 
ning Pioneering mare Cheeksandpeanuts, 
who captured the Wonders Delight Stakes 
and the Foxy J. G. Stakes, is a half-sister to 
Grade 2-placed Key Lime Baby and stakes- 
placed Salty Cheeks. 

Curry trained Cheeks andpeanuts and 
aU of her progeny plus her half-brother, 
stakes-placed Wildcat Creek, who also won 
first time out at Philadelphia Park in 1998. 

Jeffrey Bowen, a Greenville, Del., resi¬ 
dent who races under the Gryphon Invest¬ 
ments banner, has been one of Curry’s 
main owners for many years. Bowen also 
owns Portable Storage Systems in the 
Wilmington, Del., area, and Gryphon 
Investments is a venture capital and private 
equity firm. 

“I knew Eighth Wonder was up against 
some seasoned 2-year-olds and big-time 
trainers, but she’d had some unbeliev¬ 
able works and so many runners out of 
Cheeks andpeanuts have won first time 
out,” Curry said. “I liked the outside post 
for her, too, as I wasn’t worried about her 
being shut off down inside. She broke a 
step slow, but she looked around, grabbed 
the bit, and started running.” 

Curry said that Flores, who also has rid¬ 
den most of the Cheeks andpeanuts family, 
was encouraging her to the wire and was 
very impressed. She also noted that Eighth 
Wonder is a big fiUy, and said she may turn 
out to be the best from the mare, as she is 
her final foal. 

Cheeksandpeanuts is deceased, as are 
two of her daughters—Key Lime Baby, who 
has a weanling fiUy by Pioneerof the Nile 
and a yearling colt by Spring At Last named 
Smooth Don B; and Hotbutteredpopcorn, 
who died about a week before Eighth 
Wonder’s win from complications of foal¬ 
ing a fiUy by Morning Line. 
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CHICAGO SHIPPER WINS AMAZON 

Leading Arlington Park trainer Larry 
Rivelli put Richies Sweetheart on a van 
for Bensalem and was rewarded when the 
Illinois-bred Bring the Heat fiUy dusted 
the local competition in the $200,000 Turf 
Amazon Stakes under E.T. Baird Sept. 7. 

Richies Sweetheart shot out of the gate 
and was never headed, ripping off quick 
splits of :2L61 and :44.59 and then gliding 
under the line 2 lengths in front of Joya 
Real in :56.36 for 5 furlongs. 

Owned by RiveUi and partners Patricia’s 
Hope and Richard Ravin, Richies Sweet¬ 
heart won the Brandywine Stakes at 
Indiana Grand in July and has been a con¬ 
sistent competitor, winning 12 of 23 career 
starts and $475,657. She was bred by RiveUi 
and Ravin. 

A pair of Grade 3 stakes foUowed the 
Turf Amazon, with eight marathoners 
locking horns in the $200,000 Greenwood 
Cup at 1 y 2 mUes on the main track and the 
$300,000 Turf Monster Stakes featuring 


the durable fan favorite Ben’s Cat meeting 
a group of tough turf sprinters. 

It was the fifth consecutive appearance 
in the Turf Monster for Ben’s Cat, who 
won the 2011 and 2012 renewals for owner, 
breeder and trainer King Leatherbury. The 
Maryland-bred placed in 2013 and 2014, 
but this year was unable to mount much 
of a raUy and finished fifth, VA lengths 
behind winner Pure Sensation. 

Patricia Generazio’s homebred, who 
shipped in for trainer Christophe Clement, 
was coming in off a victory in an aUowance 
at Saratoga. Sent off as the 2-1 favorite 
in the Turf Monster, he prevaUed by a 
nose over MongoUan Saturday with Sharp 
Sensation third. 

Another horse that made his last start at 
Saratoga and was given betting favoritism. 
Neck ’n Neck, benefitted from a strong 
ride by Paco Lopez to win the Greenwood 
Cup. A 6-year-old son of Flower Alley 
owned by Ted Mitzlaff and trained by 


WUkes, Neck ’n Neck won by a half-length 
over Majestic Harbor in 2:33.64. 

STATE-BREDS GET THEIR DAY 

A dozen races for Pennsylvania-breds, 
including five six-figure stakes, topped the 
annual Pennsylvania’s Day at the Races 
card Sept. 5. 

The state-bred fest treated owners and 
breeders with a luncheon inside the grand¬ 
stand, with various representatives of the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association 
appearing in the winner’s circle after the 
conclusion of each race.

Racy’s second victory another plus 
for British-based Koo’s Racing Club

W hen Racy (GB) overcame a trou¬ 
bled start and rallied from off the 
pace to win an optional claimer the 
night of Sept. 5, it represented the 8-year- 
old gelding’s second American victory 
since being sent across the Atlantic Ocean 
by the Koo’s Racing Club earlier this year. 

The English-based Koo’s Racing Club, 
headed by Kristian Strangeway, had enjoyed 
much success back home before deciding 
to branch out. Through recommendations 
of his American contacts, Strangeway 
chose several horses that he thought would 
do well with the switch from British turf 
racing to U.S. dirt and grass courses. 

“Racy has been the star performer 
for us since switching to U.S. racing,” 
said Strangeway. “He has always been a 
very good horse. He went to Dubai for 
three months and once finished second 
at the Dubai Racing Carnival, finishing 
just behind Medicean Man, who this year 
was beaten in a photo finish in a Group 1 
race at Royal Ascot. He also won a decent 
handicap at Ascot and ran creditable in 
many big races for us.” 

The enthusiastic Yorkshireman said he 
has always been someone that likes to take a 
chance on where to run horses, as demon¬ 
strated by a start in Australia’s Melbourne 
Cup for Koo’s runner Saptapadi in 2011. 

“After watching the U.S. racing on 
satellite television, I could see the prize 
money levels were superior to what we 
are encountering at home,” Strangeway 
said. “So it made more and more sense, 
if I picked the right horses, to ship them 
over and start a new adventure. For some 
horses, the chance to race on Lasix was 
also taken as a positive in order for them 
to hopefully realize their potential, which 
in England would be harder to achieve.” 

Koo’s Racing Club began as a syndicate 
about seven years ago, in which shares 
were sold in each horse. 


It became a successful venture, achiev¬ 
ing more than 100 winners primarily with 
trainer Brian Ellison. 

Strangeway said that since he and his 
wife became parents, they now tend to 
keep the whole horse for themselves rather 
than sell shares. Having had runners under 
the stable name Koo’s Racing Club for so 
long, they decided to keep the name and 
colors for their own horses. 

“When the children get a bit older and 
we have more free time, we might go back 
into selling shares, so it’s good to keep the 
colors active,” he said. 

Strangeway chose Maryland trainer 
Todd Wyatt, also a successful steeplechase 
conditioner, based on recommendation to 
train for Koo’s in the U.S. 

“My stepfather used to be purely a 
jumps trainer, so I think that’s why we felt 
it would be nice to give Todd the chance 
the train a few more fiat horses, and with 
the results we’ve gained, we think we made 
the right choice,” he said. “He keeps us up 
to date with all the horses’ conditions and 
their likely next races.” 

In addition to Racy, Koo’s Racing also 
campaigns Bishop’s Castle in this country, 
a son of Distorted Humor who won two 
races in the UK. before shipping over at 
the end of 2014. He won a race at Penn 
National in July and has placed twice more 
since. 

Another UK. import is the filly Shar 
Shar (Ire), who has placed three times in 
maiden special weight competition at Penn 
National over the summer. 

“I’ve not yet managed to travel across 
for any races, but it’s something that’s firm¬ 
ly on my agenda for next year,” Strangeway 
said. “And who knows, I might be accom¬ 
panied by some new horses.” 

GUNS OF STEEL PACKS BIG PUNCH 

Guns of Steel has been a solid allow¬ 
ance competitor for owner Darryl Lee 


Myers and trainer Bernie Houghton since 
he broke his maiden in August 2014. 

The 3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred First 
Defence gelding won his second allow¬ 
ance of the summer when he humbled six 
rivals in a 1-mile and 70-yard open test by 7 
lengths Sept. 2, although it could have been 
more. Jockey William Otero allowed Guns 
of Steel to settle in third, and then guided 
him two wide on the turn where he pow¬ 
ered down the stretch for the handy win. 

Another of Houghton’s wins came 
Sept. 25 when he sent Gulf Coast Breeze 
out in a $29,500 allowance at lVi6 miles on 
the turf A 5-year-old daughter of Stormy 
Atlantic owned by Richard Bosshard Jr., 
Gulf Coast Breeze overcame bumping at 
the start before winning by 2y4 lengths 
under David Cora. 

Houghton, whose parents Ronnie and 
Betsy Houghton own Sylmar Farm in 
Christiana, Pa., has enjoyed a profitable 
year at Penn National. He’s saddled 45 
winners through Oct. 14, winning at a 
19.4-percent clip, and was second in the 
trainers’ standings behind Tim Kreiser (75 
wins). 

Kreiser’s winners include the durable 
gray gelding Drop to Pop, who notched 
his fifth win of 2015 at the Grantville oval 
in a $15,000 claiming race Sept. 10 and is 
the meet leader by victories. The son of 
Seeking the Best (Ire) won his first race of 
the year at Penn National in January for 
trainer Wayne Potts and was claimed by 
Kreiser out of a losing effort April 25. He’s 
only failed to win or place one time since. 

SHIPPING SUCCESS FOR MOTION 

Trainer Graham Motion continued to 
visit the winner’s circle with his Fair Hill- 
based shippers in September, especially in 
turf races. 

Motion sent Stella Thayer’s Step Aside 
Boys to GrantviUe the evening of Sept. 3 
and she responded with a handy 1 %-length 
win in a 1-mile and 70-yard allowance. The 
4-year-old daughter of Quiet American, 
bred by Sienna Farms in Pennsylvania, 
missed the course mark by less than a sec¬ 
ond, winning in 1:38.08. 

The fiUy out of the stakes-placed Bold 
Executive mare On the Podium went 
through the sales ring twice before land¬ 
ing in Motion’s barn in 2013. She failed to 
meet her reserve on a bid of $15,000 at the 
2012 OBS August yearling sale and sold 
the next year for $110,000 at the OBS April 
2-year-olds in training sale. Step Aside 
Boys improved to 4-for-17 lifetime with 
earnings of $120,078. ^

Modernstone, Fair Hill-based Rubley 
pull shocker with first stakes triumph

I t might not exactly have been the way 
Kelly Rubley envisioned it, but the Fair 
Hill-based trainer was still ecstatic win¬ 
ning her first stakes race Sept. 19. 

The breakthrough for Rubley came 
when 5-year-old mare Modernstone (GB) 
won the Fasig-Tipton Ladies Marathon 
Stakes at Kentucky Downs. Previously 
winless in 11 North American starts since 
shipping over from England last spring, 
Modernstone was 29-1 and the longest 
shot in the race for older females going 
iyi6 miles on the turf 

Rubley, who rarely misses a race involv¬ 
ing any of her horses, decided against trav¬ 


eling to Kentucky to saddle Modernstone. 
Instead, the trainer stayed close to home 
because she had two other horses running 
on the same day-one at Laurel Park and 
another at Charles Town. 

“It was stressful, in itself, that I couldn’t 
be there,” said Rubley, as she described 
watching the race on her phone from 
Laurel. “It was kind of more nerve-racking 
than if I were actually there because I 
couldn’t do anything. It was exciting. I was 
like a raving lunatic standing on the apron 
at Laurel, screaming and jumping up and 
down at my phone.” 


An interesting set of circumstances 
preceded Modernstone’s arrival in Rubley’s 
barn. The daughter of Duke of Marmalade 
(Ire) had run weU in England, placing in 
back-to-back listed stakes, before shipping 
to the U.S. 

“She had kind of a rough start when 
they moved her over here,” Rubley said. 
“She had suffered some illness, things hadn’t 
been going her own way and she hadn’t 
really had a good shot here in the U.S.” 

Owned by Brous Stable, Gary Barber 
and Wachtel Stable, Modernstone moved 
from Bill Mott to Mark Casse and ulti¬ 
mately to Fair HiU Equine Therapy Center. 
There, Bruce Jackson, who runs the center, 
recommended Rubley take a shot at getting 
the mare back into form. 

“She never took a step wrong once she 
came to me,” Rubley said. “She was work¬ 
ing lights out on the Tapeta surface here 
and just always gave me the feel that she’d 
be moving forward.” 

The Ladies Marathon was the first race 
for Modernstone since Rubley took over 
the mare’s training. It was chosen by Rubley 
because she wanted to give Modernstone 
an opportunity to run a longer distance 
over an undulating track “characteristic of 
a European course,” featuring an uphill 
run on the backside. 

Rubley’s instincts and decision-making 
was spot on. Her judgment is perhaps 
even more impressive considering Rubley’s 
relative newness to being a full-time con¬ 
ditioner. She has only been training on her 
own since last December. 

Born in Watertown, N.Y., she attend¬ 
ed SUNY-Oswego and graduated with 
degrees in biology and chemistry. After 
earning a Masters in secondary education 
and administration, Rubley spent several 
years as a teacher and then as an assistant 
principal in upstate New York. 

Rubley eventually learned she didn’t 
enjoy the work in the field of education. 
Horses had always been a passion, despite 
growing up in an area largely disconnected 
from racing. 

“There was very limited horse action up 
there,” she said. “I started out as a show 
jumper and then switched to eventing, 
which is kind of how I became familiar 
with this area. I used to ship down here and 
event in the Unionville [Pennsylvania] area 
and in Fair HiU, and that’s when I decided 
when I was leaving the education world 
that this is where I wanted to end up.” 

Rubley officiaUy began her career in 
racing under the tutelage of Barclay Tagg 
in 2009. She started as an exercise rider but 
within a year she’d become an assistant. 
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From the outset, her end game revolved 
around going out on her own at some 
point. 

Through connections she made at Fair 
Hill, Rubley gained additional experience 
and earned the trust of several owners 
within the Mid-Atlantic. In 2012, she was 
hired to run the Fair Hill barn of Ninety 
North Racing, as an assistant to trainer 
Jimmy Toner, for owners Justin Nicholson 
and Kathryn Sharp. 

“I would say, Fve never seen horses as 
happy as they are in her care,” Sharp said. 
“She really is just able to connect with the 
horse in a pretty impressive way.” 

Nicholson agreed. 

“For a program like ours, that’s a big 
part of what we care about,” he said. “In 


that sense, it was very easy for us to say this 
is the kind of person we can support and 
work with.” 

Ninety North and Anne Fouls on at 
Hare Forest Farm got Rubley started with 
the first four horses to run in her name. 
Last year, while stiU assisting Toner, Rubley 
won her first race at Pimlico Race Course 
with Hare Forest’s St. Albans Boy. Rubley 
also had early success with Ninety North, 
winning a race with Desvelo (Arg), and 
another Nicholson-owned horse (under AJ 
Suited Racing Stable) Saint Pierre. 

Within her first year as a trainer, Rubley 
also won an allowance race with St. Albans 
Boy at Saratoga at 21-1. The same horse 
almost got Rubley her first stakes win last 
September, when he finished third-beaten 


just three-quarters of a length-in the 
Laurel Turf Cup. 

Eight days shy of a year later, Rubley 
got that first stakes win with Modernstone. 
Those that supported her along the way 
could not be happier. 

“You have to do something to kind of 
emerge from the pack a little bit and obvi¬ 
ously getting a stakes win is such a big thing 
to put you on the radar,” Nicholson said. 
“So, I think it was big for sure.” 

Rubley won five races last year, was up 
to seven in 2015 through mid-October and 
has 20 horses in her barn. As she noted, 
with a laugh, “we’ve grown.” 

After scoring her first stakes win in 
unexpected fashion, there might well be 
more growth in Rubley’s future. ^

Bob Le Beau adds Lonesome Glory 
to bid for steeplechase championship

T his spring, during Betty Merck’s last 
days, her family wanted to give her 
one last gift. Gathered around her 
bed at home in New Jersey, they cued up 
a video of a horse walking the historic 
courtyard of the Voss family’s Atlanta Hall 
Farm in Maryland. Merck, 95, listened to 
the hoofbeats and smiled. 


“Mom couldn’t really see it, but you 
could tell she heard it,” said Merck’s daugh¬ 
ter Josie. 

Merck was all about horses, right up 
until the end. The point-to-point rider, 
foxhunter, owner, elected official, land 
conservationist, master of foxhounds, 
horsewoman died April 3. She left behind 


legions of admirers, and a handful of race¬ 
horses. Those hoofbeats belonged to Bob 
Le Beau (Ire), who apparently delighted 
in one last connection with his owner as 
he’s won four of five starts since. Still 
running for The Fields Stable, headed by 
Betty Merck’s son Laddie, Bob Le Beau 
became the first horse to win two Grade 
1 steeplechases in 2015 with a triumph in 
the $150,000 Lonesome Glory at Belmont 
Park Sept. 24. 

Trained by Elizabeth Voss, whose late 
father Tom first teamed up with the Mercks 
in 1996, Bob Le Beau continued a resur¬ 
gence in his second American season. Last 
year, he finished just two of his four starts. 
This year, he opened by winning Radnor’s 
National Hunt Cup-G3 in May, and added 
a flat race for steeplechasers at Parx in July. 
Sharp and in form, he went off at 4-1 in 
the A.P Smithwick-Gl at Saratoga, only to 
flatten out late and settle for fourth though 
beaten just 3V4 lengths. Next out, the

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8 -year-old arrived—ruling Saratoga’s New 
York Turf Writers Cup-Gl at 6-1. 

Belmont was more of the same. Run 
on a reconfigured course that eliminated 
two fences in the homestretch, the race 
turned into a sprint over the final furlong 
and nobody was better at that than Bob Le 
Beau, a seven-time winner on the flat and 
a relative speedster compared to some of 
his foes. 

As directed by New York Gaming 
Commission equine medical director 
Dr. Scott Palmer because of falls late in 
races at Saratoga this year and Belmont in 
2014, the field jumped the last fence on 
Belmont’s sprawling backside and raced 
for a half-mile to the finish. The result (at 
Belmont anyway) was 10 fences at the 2 V 2 - 
mile distance—two fewer than previously. 

Bob Le Beau found a quiet spot sev¬ 
enth of eight as Syros blasted off from the 
start to find an uncontested lead. In what 
looked like a mild pace, Alajmal checked in 
just behind the front-runner, followed by 
Dawalan (Fr), Charminster (Ire), Diplomat 
and All Together. Hinterland (Fr) dropped 
back to last early. By the third fence. 
Diplomat advanced to third while in the 
clear. Dawalan and Charminster galloped 
together in the next flight. With a mile to 
go. Bob Le Beau stiU had just one horse 
beaten while tucked away on the inside. 

Syros led over the last fence, but was 
joined by Diplomat and Alajmal. They 


sped three abreast into the final turn, 
stalked by Charminster and All Together. 
Jockey Jack Doyle kept Bob Le Beau on 
heels, and ready. Alajmal cracked first, 
backing out of the duel up front just when 
the pace quickened. Syros and Diplomat 
kicked away briefly, but were soon attacked 
by the winner—who came out from behind 
horses at the eighth pole—and everyone 
else. The early leaders wound up in the 
back as Bob Le Beau won by a half-length, 
after 2y2 miles in 4:41.27. Hinterland rallied 
last of all to catch Dawalan for second, 
with Charminster a nose back in fourth. 
Two lengths separated the first five finish¬ 
ers. 

“It played to my strengths, but if you’re 
on a real good jumper the likes of Syros it 
probably hindered him,” said Doyle. “My 
fellow pulled himself up when he got to 
the front. I got there with loads of horse. 
I don’t think the two jumps would have 
affected him. I still think he would have 
won.” 

The 2015 version of Bob Le Beau will 
make jockeys think like that as he seems 
reborn. Voss added a calming hood over 
the horse’s ears and face on racedays and 
addressed a few things in the mornings. 
The results have been extraordinary, even 
if Bob Le Beau took advantage of a sub- 
par Grade 1 cast. Steeplechase champion 
Demonstrative skipped the Lonesome 
Glory after pulling up in the Turf Writers. 


“They told me he had something wrong 
with his back last year and Elizabeth could 
just never get him right,” said Doyle, who 
rode the horse last year at Saratoga. “I got 
back this year and he’s a completely differ¬ 
ent animal. Elizabeth’s just done a really 
good job with him. Last year, he’d cower in 
the back of the box, you couldn’t even say 
hello to him. Now he’ll stand there with his 
head out. We’ve been putting draw reins 
on him every day [to gallop] and he’s just 
thriving, just thriving.” 

That was clear at Belmont as the son 
of Irish-bred Big Bad Bob carried 154 
pounds-up to 14 more than his rivals-in 
the handicap and won with a short burst of 
speed in the stretch. 

“I think he’s a very good horse,” Doyle 
said. “He never got the ground he want¬ 
ed at home [in Ireland]. He loves [firm] 
ground. You could run him down the 
motorway outside and he’d love it. They 
never get it like that at home. It’s always 
watered. They wouldn’t race on it.” 

Doyle was stiU at home in Ireland when 
Merck died this spring, so didn’t experience 
the moment in the barn, but knows what it 
meant to the owner. 

“I met her last year in Saratoga,” he 
said. “I didn’t know her that well, but she 
was a great woman for the sport and it’s 
great that Laddie can keep the stable going. 
He’s having a bit of success and enjoying 
it.”

One race before the Lonesome Glory, 
10 novice hurdlers squared off in the 
$75,000 Willi am Entenmann Memorial. 
Jack Fisher, in the midst of a mas¬ 
sive season, showed up with four run¬ 
ners and dominated the outcome with 


Overwhelming, Broxbourne and Schoodic 
filling out an intra-stable trifecta that paid 
$ 1 , 220 . 

Owned by Woodslane Farm, Over¬ 
whelming let Broxbourne set the early pace 
while drafting into third. The 5-year-old 
son of Hard Spun made a play for the lead 


at the top of the stretch and prevailed by 
2 V 2 lengths for jockey Sean McDermott as 
no one closed in the 2V4-mile, nine-fence 
race. Broxbourne stayed for second in 
his first start since May and Schoodic was 
third. The fourth Fisher runner. Choral 
Society, was puUed up after a jumping mis¬ 
take on the final run up the backside. 

Overwhelming raced on the flat for his 
breeder Phipps Stable and trainer Shug 
McGaughey before joining Fisher’s barn 
as a steeplechaser at the end of the 2013 
season. Six starts into his rookie season 
in 2014, he broke his jump maiden at the 
Colonial Cup in November. This year, he 
finished second in a ratings handicap at 
Atlanta and won one of two allowance 
starts at Saratoga. 

The win continued a show of force for 
the Maryland-based Fisher, whose stable 
ended September with 19 wins and 16 
seconds from 88 starts. No other trainer 
had more than eight wins or 45 starts. 
The numbers pointed to a near-certain 
ninth career training championship for 
Fisher-all in the past 14 years. 


GETTING STARTED 
AT SHAWAN DOWNS 

Shawan Downs kicked off the fall sea¬ 
son by hosting a strong seven-race card, 
including a $25,000 hurdle feature and a 
$25,000 timber feature. Sept. 26. After a 
summer drought, organizers utilized its 
irrigation system, ensuring good ground 
and competitive racing. 

Virginia-based Doug Fout shipped Lea 
Von north to take the timber feature. 
Owned by Maggie Bryant, the son of 
Purim rated well off the pace before slicing 
through the field to win comfortably over 
Peace Fire and Certain Swagger. Timber 
stalwart Grinding Speed finished fourth in 
his fall debut. 

“We expected that, he’s a serious horse. 
I’ve loved this horse from the beginning,” 
Fout said. “He ran great this spring and the 
idea was always to go to Shawan right off 
the bat. He’s got a good turn of foot. That 
was a good timber race. Even Jack Fisher 
came up and told me how good he ran, I 
almost fell down. It was very pleasing, he 
„ jumped well and ran well. My wife [Beth] 
g does aU the galloping on him, she does a 
I great job with him.” 

§ Kieran Norris guided the winner, who 
collected his third win in eight starts. A 
winner over hurdles in 2013 and timber

this spring, Lea Von finished worse than 
third once in his steeplechase career when 
he lost his rider in 2014. 

‘'He should have been a really good 
allowance horse over hurdles but he’s had 
some rough ankles,” Fout said. “We bought 
him from Bill Wofford, he sent me a video, 
he had him jumping three feet right off the 
bat. I bought him over the phone, he’s a 
good horseman and I trust him.” 

Fisher continued his dominance, 
unleashing British import Scorpiancer (Ire) 
to trounce seven rivals in the Subaru of 
Hunt Valley hurdle feature, part of steeple¬ 
chasing’s new ratings handicap program. 
The 6-year-old jumped tepidly early before 
skipping to an easy win over Balance ^ 
the Budget and Nearby (GB). Owned by ^ 
Bruton Street-US and ridden by Connor | 
Hankin, son of co-owner Michael Hankin, 
Scorpiancer erased a three-race losing 
streak while competing at British jump 
tracks in the spring. He cost £200,000 in 
March 2014. 

Ted Thompson, halter and shank 
in his hand, walked off the hiU and 
pumped his fist after the maiden tim¬ 
ber. The Tennessee-based horsemen had 
just watched Waterbaby Stable’s Class 
Indian dominate seven rivals in the 3-mile 
race. Bred by Mede Cahaba Stable, the 
son of Waquoit earned another $5,000 
as a Maryland Million-eligible horse. The 
8-year-old gelding sat off the pace and won 
easily over Monstaleur and Adios Diablo. 
Gus Dahl guided the Virginia-bred to the 
win, his first since taking an allowance 
hurdle at Foxfield in 2012. 

Purchased as a foxhunter. Class Indian 
does that job too. 

“We’re having a great time with him, 
there are 10 people who own him, they 
watch him hunt and that’s how they got the 
name, Waterbaby Stable, he has this thing 
about water, like a pony, and they’ve aU 
watched it,” Thompson said. “He deserved 
a little bit of luck, Gus gave him a great 
ride. The nice thing is he’s a Maryland 
Million eligible so we got an extra bonus. 
That was sweet.” 

As a son of Kitten’s Joy, Buckrail is 
not a Maryland Million horse but he is a 
Maryland-bred and graduated in his stee¬ 
plechase debut—a $20,000 maiden hurdle 
for 3-year-olds - for owner/breeder Susan 
Granville and trainer Kevin Boniface. Ross 
Geraghty rode the chestnut, who came 


into the race off three losing efforts on 
the flat. 

FORGOHEN MAN REMEMBERS 
TO WIN AT FOXFIELD 

Betsy and Peter Mead’s veteran hur¬ 
dler Forgotten Man broke through with a 
$25,000 allowance hurdle win at Foxfield 
in Charlottesville, Va., Sept. 27. Trained by 
Doug Fout and ridden by Kieran Norris, 
the homebred won for the second time 
this year and fourth overall in a career of 
nothing but hurdle starts. 

The 7-year-old Kentucky-bred son of 
Bowman’s Band and Mead’s hurdle win¬ 
ner Hark the Sound (GB) sat second in 
the five-horse field before taking over 
from Bau Bai Gold late and holding off 
Orchestra Leader by IVi lengths at the 
finish. Though he’s placed in three stakes. 
Forgotten Man thrives over stamina-test¬ 
ing in the right spots and fit Foxfield’s non¬ 
winners of $18,000 condition perfectly. 

“He’s one horse who deserves it. He 
always tries, he’s just not good enough 
in big stakes and he’s too nice to put in 
claimers,” Fout said. “Betsy and Peter are 
such sweet people, the kindest people in 
the world, it was like we won the Grand 
National. They deserve it. We went up to 
Saratoga and helped fill that race, he fin¬ 
ished fourth, but they got away from him. 
He needs to run near the front, I knew 
[Bau Bai Gold] was going to go to the 
front but we decided to send him, going 


to the first fence, it was as fast as I’ve ever 
seen two horses go to a hurdle, the crowd 
was like, ‘Ooooooooh.’ He showed his old 
form. He put on a hell of a jumping show 
at Foxfield.” 

Forgotten Man is a rare steeplechase 
homebred, and has been with Fout since 
the beginning. 

“We broke the horse, we’ve had him 
the whole time, that’s what is so cool with 
him,” Fout said. “He’s never had a ban¬ 
dage, he’s just an old hard-hitting horse.

^A/^here is that young 
man? 

''He's in the attic studying 
for the ESAT." 

I thought I saw the lights 
on up there. What's the ESAT? 

"The Equine School Ad¬ 
mission Test." 

I never heard of that. 
There's no school to learn the 
horse business. You learn by 
doing. 

"Young people should be 
asked a lot of questions be¬ 
fore they make a career of this 
game." 

What are the questions on 
the ESAT? 

"Reasoning questions. An¬ 
alytic and logical. Reading 
comprehension." 

Ask this: Are cheap mares 
the way to get started? Two 
years ago at the Timonium 
December sale, a guy buys 
a Quiet American mare in 
foal to a modest stallion for 
$4,000. She'd had a string of 
dead foals. She delivers him 
a big beautiful filly. Why did 
some of her foals die, he won¬ 
ders. He draws a blood test 
on the baby. Zilch. No passive 
transfer of immunity from the 
mare's milk. He administers 
antibiotic-rich plasma. The fil¬ 
ly lives. A sharp-eyed trainer 
buys her as a yearling at Timo-

nium last month for $70,000, 
from a sale that averaged 
$19,000. Analyze that! 

"It's a set of relationships. 
Knowledge of pedigrees coin¬ 
cides with intelligent manage¬ 
ment. An outstanding year¬ 
ling receives excellent sale 
prep. A top trainer is entrust¬ 
ed with purchasing power by 
a wealthy client." 

So, the ESAT espouses 
owning cheap mares? 

"It's not the suggested ap¬ 
proach, no. But it frames a nice 
question about relationships." 

OK, riddle me this: What's 
the logic behind fixing up 
Laurel Park? Why would The 
Stronach Group spend mil¬ 
lions of dollars on that old pi¬ 
geon nest? 

"Analytic reasoning. The 
Stronach Group receives 50 
cents back on every dollar 
they put into improvements, 
from the Racetrack Eacility Re¬ 
newal Account. This 'RIERA' 
money is a stimulus. It allows 
for big thinking, to wit: There 
are plans to relocate the pad- 
dock to the back of the grand¬ 
stand, near the horse statue of 
Billy Barton. 

Who is Billy Barton? It's 
a question on the ESAT. Billy 
Barton won the 1926 Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup. He was on 


the cover of Time magazine in 
1929 for his gallant attempts 
in England's famous Grand 
National Steeplechase. He 
missed winning it by inches." 

He didn't win the Grand 
National and he got a statue? 
Why would you ask a ques¬ 
tion about him on your test? 

"To test reading compre¬ 
hension, history. Billy Barton 
was a flat racer who refused 
to break from the gate. His un¬ 
ruly behavior landed him in 
the hunt field. He jumped so 
beautifully he became a tim¬ 
ber horse. Retraining of race¬ 
horses for other purposes is a 
major theme today." 

So Billy Barton is a symbol. 
Is that the takeaway from the 
test question? 

"Officials in Howard 
County are relocating the city 
of Laurel's commuter train 
station-the MARC train stop- 
to Billy Barton's backyard at 
Laurel. A whole wave of new 
people may ask about Billy 
Barton." 

Oh, my goodness. Who 
rides those MARC trains? 
What if they are not my kind 
of people? 

"You obviously haven't 
ridden a MARC lately, or 
studied this demographic. The 
answer is: Young people with 
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good jobs, commuting to D.C., 
to Baltimore. The Stronach 
Group learned from its Gulf- 
stream Park experience that 
young people will come to 
an attractive entertainment 
venue. If you put a train stop 
where passengers see graceful 
horses paraded in a paddock, 
some of them will disembark 
to discover the fresh face of 
Maryland racing. Modern 
food courts. Micro-breweries. 
Wood floors. A million dol- 
lars-worth of flat screen TVs 


piping in racing from around 
the world. A retractable glass 
front to the grandstand, like 
Cowboys Stadium, so fans can 
sit in fresh air, in luxury boxes 
overlooking the track. Laurel 
Park-as a park." 

OK, OK. Enough about 
Laurel. Nothing is as good as 
you make it sound. Tell me 
this: Is there a question on the 
ESAT about the Preakness? 
Will it stay in Baltimore? 

"The conditions for a set 
of questions about Pimlico 


appear long and complicat¬ 
ed. Por starters, the 'bones' of 
the old Pimlico plant cannot 
support structural changes. 
Laurel has concrete legs and 
steel I-beam arms. But do not 
assume that the answer to 
Pimlico is especially difficult. 
It may not be a trick question. 
The answer will be based on 
money." 

So the Preakness stays at 
Pimlico for now? Hey, I see 
the lights still on in the attic- 


that's a serious student up 
there. 

"To be fair, he may be asleep 
at his desk. There is a field-test 
component to the ESAT. He 
got up three mornings in a 
row at 4:30 to muck stalls and 
show yearlings at the sales. He 
learned a lot about conforma¬ 
tion. That'll do him good even 
after the ESAT. School is never 
out for a serious student of the 
horse business." 


Wing Award winner Worraii 
taiks Maryiand Hunt Cup history 



]N4argaret Worrall re- 
ceived the Maryland Hunt 
Cup Association's S. Bryce 
Wing Award for her contribu¬ 
tions to Maryland timber rac¬ 
ing and we thought it would 
be fun to catch up with the 
author, historian, organizer, 
leader, pioneer, committee 
member and former secretary 
of the nation's oldest steeple¬ 
chase. 

Via email, Worrall an¬ 
swered some questions from 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred ed¬ 
itor Joe Clancy. 

MAT: What's your earliest 
memory of the Hunt Cup? 

Worrall: I was born on 
Hunt Cup day, so I guess I 
don't remember that one. My 
first vague memory is of Pine 
Pep (winner in 1949, 1950, 
1952), but I think that was 
because of all the excitement 
about his winning three times. 

I also vaguely remember 
Third Army because he was 
owned by a neighbor, Harry 
Love. In my mind's eye I can 
see Mr. Love or someone lead¬ 
ing the horse across the bridge 
at Western Run-although that 
must have been on the way 
to the Grand National where 
he finished second that same 
year. Also the winning jockey 
was Pete Reid, the father of 
friends. I do, however, very 
much remember Mountain 
Dew and Jay Trump and their 


fierce rivalry (in the mid- 
1960s). 

MAT: When was the last 
Hunt Cup you missed and 
why? 

Worrall: I'm not sure how 
many Hunt Cups I have 
missed, although my parents 
certainly left me home when 
I was a toddler. Parents didn't 
take their kids to every so¬ 
cial occasion the way they do 
now. Since Pine Pep, howev¬ 
er, I don't believe that I have 
missed even one Hunt Cup. I 
was in school in Connecticut 
and I came home for spring 
vacation and stayed for all 


three races. The school was 
not happy; I did not go back to 
Connecticut the next year. 

MAT: Where do you watch? 

Worrall: I used to climb the 
hill. In fact when Patrick came 
off Von Csadek over the wa¬ 
ter, the horse ran right up the 
hill to where I was standing. 
Now that had nothing to do 
with me; that's just the path he 
took. I went to grab his reins 
but I couldn't hold him. Carl 
Shaffer came to my rescue and 
we walked him down to the 
paddock through babies on 
blankets and spectators want¬ 
ing to touch the horse-and 


give me condolences. Now, 
I like to watch from between 
the first and second fences. 
The only issue there is that it's 
hard to watch them come over 
the water and then dash to see 
the finish. "Dash" is becoming 
a lost word in my vocabulary. 

MAT: Other than your fam¬ 
ily's Von Csadek, who won 
in 1992, who's your favorite 
Hunt Cup horse and why? 

Worrall: That's a tough 
one. I love the ones who were 
"Hunt Cup horses" and may¬ 
be never won another race. If 
I must pick one, it would be 
Cancottage (1980, 1981, 1983). 
To have a "'girl" (jockey Joy 
Slater) win the Hunt Cup and 
more than once was pretty 
impressive in my mind. Then 
again Mountain Dew was 
very special; bred, owned, and 
ridden by friends. 

MAT: Why does the race 
hold such appeal with people? 

Worrall: Pirst, of course, 
is the hype and the press the 
race gets locally in the horse 
„ world-certainly no longer in 
j the local print and media as 
f> it did years ago. As (six-time 
Q winner) Mikey Smithwick 
used to say, "In January ev¬ 
eryone has a Hunt Cup horse 
in his barn." Eor the specta¬ 
tors, the race really is a rite of 
spring and a great social occa¬ 
sion. Many have been coming 
for generations, rain or shine. 
They know the horses, owners 
and riders by memories, if not 
personally. 

MAT: Where will the Hunt 
Cup be in 25 years? Not just 
in physical location, in terms 
of its place in the sport and in 
Maryland. 

Worrall: Actually, I think 
the location will be extremely 
important in the race's future. 
I wish the course were in per- 





Hunt Cup honors Worrall 


The Maryland Hunt Cup Association 
presented the silver trophy in honor of S. 
Bryce Wing to Margaret Howard Worrall for 
her outstanding contribution to Maryland 
timber racing. 

Worrall is known for her accomplishments 
as an equestrian writer, an active environ¬ 
mentalist and the owner of a Maryland Hunt 
Cup and Virginia Gold Cup winner. In 1995 
after she and Jay Griswold co-chaired the 
100th anniversary of the Maryland Hunt Cup, 
she was made the first female member of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup Committee. In 1998, she 
was made secretary and served in that capac¬ 
ity until 2006. 

Charles ''Cuppy" Fenwick, secretary of the 
Hunt Cup Committee for 31 years, brought 
Margaret onto the committee. 

'T'd been secretary for far too long and 
people were getting tired of me," the 91-year- 
old explained, with a chuckle. "I asked Mar¬ 
garet to become secretary because she had a 
reputation of being able to accomplish what 
she set out to do. I could rest assured that 
she'd handle everything properly. Looking 
back on her tenure, it is clear that everything 
worked out well, and that she should get the 
credit for it." 

Upon retiring as secretary in 2006, Worrall 
undertook the conservation of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup archives. Working with conserva¬ 
tors at Johns Hopkins University, she had the 
entire collection digitized, including minute 
books dating to 1894, newspaper clippings, 
copies of every program, and all films in the 
archives. Margaret remains an active member 
of the Hunt Cup Committee. 

Wing was a member of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup Association from 1939 until his 


death at age 85 in 1975. He was secretary of 
the Maryland Hunt Cup from 1956-66 and 
president of the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association from 1948-64. He was also 
a member of The Jockey Club and a master of 
foxhounds at Elkridge-Harford. 

Worrall has advanced the cause of Amer¬ 
ican steeplechasing through hundreds of 
magazine articles and the majority of her 
eight books, including The History of the Green 
Spring Valley Hunt Club (1993), 100 Runnings 
of the Maryland Hunt Cup (1996), The Grand 
National Steeplechase 1898-1998 (1998), and The 
My Lady's Manor Races 1909-2009 (2010). 

The Worrall family's timber horse. Von 
Csadek, owned by Margaret and her uncle 
Herb Sheppard, trained by her husband 
Doug Worrall and ridden by son Patrick, won 
the National Steeplechase Association's tim¬ 
ber championship of 1988 and collected major 
wins in the My Lady's Manor, Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup, Virginia Gold Cup and 1992 Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup. 

Worrall's passion for timber racing and 
preserving the Maryland countryside go 
hand in hand. In the 1970s, the Worralls were 
among the first in Baltimore County to put 
their farm in the Maryland Environmental 
Trust. From 1991-95, Worrall worked full-time 
as the executive director of the Valleys Plan¬ 
ning Council and then served 10 years on the 
Baltimore County Board of Appeals. Recently, 
she has served as an MET representative on 
the Eastern Shore, where she now lives in 
Cambridge.

manent land preservation. 
The course was laid out and 
surveyed with specific condi¬ 
tions that have not changed. 
The 4 miles and the fences 
haven't been altered since 
1922 (except temporarily after 
World War II), not to mention 
the great natural viewing ad¬ 
vantage of the hill overlook¬ 
ing the course. 

If the course is moved, it 
will never be the same. People 
will be apprehensive about 
building a course of that fence 
size and distance. In 25 years, 
I can see the organization 
caving to permit professional 
riders. . . It would be a shame 
because it's the amateur riders 
who seem to give the most 
back to the sport after their 
riding careers are over. 

MAT: What attracts partici¬ 
pants to the race? 

Worrall: Years ago we had 
the big debate about having 
a purse, which so many said 
was a necessity to the success 
and future of the race. Yet to¬ 
day so many of the same peo¬ 
ple or their offspring continue 
to develop and send horses to 
run in a race that is very diffi¬ 
cult to win, and I believe that 
they would do that, would 
covet that silver tankard even 
if there were no purse offered. 
Not that the money has ever 
been refused, mind you. The 
amount of the purse means 
more to some owners than 
to others and it doesn't have 
much to do with the owner's 
net worth. To most partici¬ 
pants, I believe, it's the honor 
of the race itself that is prime. 

MAT: What are you most 
proud of in your tenure with 
the Hunt Cup's management? 

Worrall: Most of all I'm 
just proud and honored that 
I was even asked to join the 
Hunt Cup Committee and 
then asked to be secretary. I 
am also proud that Dr. Mark 
Wheeler and I put together a 


safety protocol for jockeys for 
our race, including a first-class 
team of experts in trauma, that 
was one of the first, if not the 
first, of its kind and subse¬ 
quently recognized by the Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase Associa¬ 
tion. I am also pleased that we 
the committee has held to the 
wonderful amateur tradition 
and history of a race meeting 
that is truly one of a kind and 
is known and respected all 


over the equestrian world. We 
don't put on a spectacle; we 
put on an exceptional horse 
race. 

MAT: What's so special 
about a Hunt Cup horse? 

Worrall: At the moment 
Thoroughbred racing seems 
to be improving in populari¬ 
ty which will produce horses 
that maybe aren't stars on the 
flat track. Steeplechase people 
and foxhunters will acquire

Maryland-bred Stakes Winners 

Delaware winner Onepointtwentyone 
adds to breeder Ridgely’s legacy 



The 2-year-old colt One- 
pointtwentyone put on quite 
a show at Delaware Park on 
the Owners' Day program 
Sept. 12, flying home to win 
the $75,000 First State Dash by 
8 lengths. The son of E Dubai, 
owned by Black Cloud Stable 
and trained by Anthony Pec- 
oraro, was bred in Maryland 
by the late Brice Ridgely. 

Onepointtwentyone is 
from one of the final crops 
bred by Ridgely, who died of 
cancer in 2014. Ridgely, best 
known for breeding Eclipse 
Award winner Declan's Moon 
out of a bargain purchase, 
bought the current stakes 
winner's dam Lady Marion 
for $1,200 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic December Mixed 
sale in 2011. 

Lady Marion, a winning 
daughter of Forestry, had 
produced one offspring, a 
yearling filly by A. P. Warrior, 
when Ridgely saw her at the 
sale. The mare was in foal to 
Jump Start, and produced 
a filly the next year. Named 
Lady Forest, she was sent 
through the 2013 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Fall Yearling sale 
by Ridgely's Spring Meadow 


Farm, with Bill Reightler as 
agent, and brought $25,000. 

The majority of Ridgely's 
horses were sold by the es¬ 
tate following his death, and 
Black Cloud spent $9,500 for 
Onepointtwentyone at the 
2014 Midlantic Fall sale from 
Reightler's consignment. 

Onepointtwentyone won 
his debut at Delaware Park 
June 9 after being fractious 
in the gate, ducking in at the 
start and coming from more 
than 6 lengths off the pace in 
the 5-furlong maiden special 
weight. He closed to win by 
three-quarters of a length. In 
Monmouth Park's Tyro Stakes 
Aug. 9, he was once again frac¬ 
tious at the gate, had to steady 
while making a run up the rail 
and had to wait for room. He 
finished fourth, 4 lengths be¬ 
hind winner Expected Ruler. 

In the First State Dash, the 
Maryland-bred started as the 
fourth choice in a field of eight 
and this time broke sharply, 
led at every call and drew off 
in the stretch. His final time 
for 5 V 2 furlongs was 1:03.34. 

With two wins from three 
starts, Onepointtwentyone 
has earned $72,900. ^

A s a state program within the 
Maryland Department of Ag¬ 
riculture (MDA), our Fiscal Year 
ends June 30. We have filed our 
2015 Annual Report with MDA, 
and the numbers look good. We 
licensed 770 stables, an increase 
of 112 stables from 2014. The 
Feed Fund, based on the amount 
of horse feed sold in the state, 
grew by 8 percent. 

More and more commercial 


C onsultants, hired by the 
Maryland Stadium Authori¬ 
ty at the request of MDA and the 
Maryland Horse Industry Board, 
have completed the study. We 
held a series of 17 briefings this 
summer with public officials, 
equine industry leaders and 
stakeholders of the facilities who 
had responded to a Request For 
Information (RFI) to participate in 
the system.

Welcome to Horse Land 


I n conjunction with our many 
racing and non-racing part¬ 
ners, MHIB helped coordinate a 
giant equine educational exhib¬ 
it called Horse Land at the Mary¬ 
land State Fair. This effort was 
geared mainly to introduce chil¬ 
dren to horses, but drew folks 
of all ages. We welcomed more 
than 12,000 visitors to the big 
tent, located between the Kid¬ 
die Land rides and the racetrack 
grandstand. 

Popular activities includ¬ 
ed stick horse making with 
kids leaping over a small jump 
course; dressing in jockey silks 
and riding the Equicizer; farrier 


demonstrations; mini horse¬ 
manship lessons with 3 live 
horses; and a petting stable with 
4 donkeys and ponies. 

Among the participants: 14 
equine organizations, 11 Horse 
Discovery Centers, 4 therapeu¬ 
tic riding centers, and 3 equine 
rescue/sanctuaries. Six licensed 
stables provided animals for 
the exhibit (City Ranch, Ebb Tide 
Stables, OIney Pony Farm, Windy 
Way Horses, Holly Ridge Farm 
and vR EquineTherapy). 

While the general public 
might not attend a horse show 
or a racetrack on their own as a 
first time experience, large com¬ 



munity events like the State Fair 
(and county fairs) are excellent 
opportunities to introduce folks 
to horses for the first time. 


Swedish Delegation Visits In October 


M aryland continues her re¬ 
ciprocal relationship with 
Sweden, which began in the 
spring of 2013 when the Swed¬ 
ish publishers of Gallop Maga¬ 
zine visited and fell in love with 
our state. Last fall MHIB received 
a grant from the U.S. Livestock 
Genetics Export association to 
send a delegation to learn about 
the Swedish horse industry and 
another grant this year to invite 
a Swedish delegation here to 
learn about the many different 
aspects of our industry. 

Delegation members include 
Mats & Caterina Genberg, the 
Gallop publishers; Dr. Karl Heim- 
dahl, president of the Swedish 


Warmblood Assoc.; Kent Oh- 
lander, GM of the Jagersro har¬ 
ness track, home of the Swedish 
Derby; Staffan Lidbeck, former 
Olympic competitor and current 
chef d'equipe and national vet 
for the Swedish Olympic Team; 
and Lena Malmqvist, president 
of the Swedish Equestrian Fed¬ 
eration for the Skane (southern 
Sweden) district. 

Sweden has the largest 
number of horseback riders per 
capita of any country and its 
industry has many similarities 
with Maryland. There are 950 
registered riding clubs in Swe¬ 
den; Maryland has nearly 800 
licensed riding stables. A num¬ 


ber of Maryland stables, such 
as Riversedge, Hilltop Farm and 
Beall Spring Farm have business 
dealings in Sweden. Winbak 
Farm and other Maryland har¬ 
ness breeders sell horses and 
genetics to Sweden. Gallop pro¬ 
vides coverage of the Maryland 
horse industry to its internation¬ 
al readership. 

The visit will promote Mary¬ 
land as a destination for Swed¬ 
ish horsemen interested in pur¬ 
chasing horses/genetics and 
related products as well as visi¬ 
tors to attend Maryland equine 
stables, sales and attractions. 


Ongoing Implementation of Five-Year Strategic Marketing Plan 


N ow entering its fourth year, 
MHIB continues many ele¬ 
ments of its 5-Year Strategic Mar¬ 
keting Plan.They include: 

Touch of Class Award—^The 
monthly presentation provides 
a steady stream of news releases 
going to about 200 media out¬ 
lets through the MDA Commu¬ 
nications office about Maryland 
horses and people who achieve 
national and international recog¬ 
nition. 

Horse Discovery Centers— 

These are existing stables that 
have been certified to provide 
positive first time equine experi¬ 


ences to the general public. This 
is a volunteer program open to all 
licensed stables. New applications 
to become an HDC will be taken in 
2016. 

Horse History Commit¬ 
tee —Our first Horse History Trail 
won the 2014 Md. Tourism Coun¬ 
cil award for best new product 
costing under $5K. Visit MDHis- 
toricHorseTrails.com More of 
these self-guided trails that cap¬ 
ture our equine heritage are in 
the works. MHIB contributed to 
production of Racing The Times, 
a 90-minute documentary on the 


history of Maryland horse racing 
that was shown on MPT. 

Horses For Courses —A new 
project in partnership with the 
Maryland Agricultural Education 
Foundation (MAEF) and other in¬ 
dustry organizations to develop 
a horse curriculum for Maryland 
schools, grades 4-8. A team of 
10 stable operators are currently 
writing the curriculum under the 
guidance of MAEF's Peggy Eppig. 
Maryland horse farms/attrac¬ 
tions can become "go-to" sites for 
school visits and its operators cer¬ 
tified as farm-based educators.

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Sunny Ridge wins Sapling Stakes 

N ew Jersey-bred 2-year-old Sunny Ridge kicked off his career in impressive fashion, 
taking two of his first three starts, including the $100,000 Sapling Stakes Sept. 6 at 
Monmouth Park. Bred and owned by Dennis Drazin, Sunny Ridge is a member of Horse 
of the Year Holy Bulls final crop and first starter out of the Songandaprayer mare Lignum 
Vitae. 

Sunny Ridge and jockey Nik Juarez sat fifth in the six-horse field going up the 
backstretch in the 1-mile test before coming with a wide rally that saw him grab the 
lead at the top of the stretch and widen to a 2^/4-length victory. Trained by Jason Servis, 
Sunny Ridge won his debut going AVi furlongs in June at Monmouth, then shipped up to 
Saratoga Race Course for the 6-furlong Sanford Stakes-G3 in which he finished seventh, 
beaten less than 4 lengths. 

‘T always thought hed be better going longer,” said Servis. “The plan was to take back 
and get covered up and see what happened from there. He was loaded turning for home 
and was really impressive today. We 11 look for a 2-year-old stakes somewhere around the 
country for his next start.” That next start was a second-place finish in Belmont Parks 
$500,000 Champagne Stakes-Gl, which pushed his earnings to $194,752. 

In the Sapling, Sunny Ridge earned $75,000, which included $15,000 as part of the 
40% bonus awarded to New Jersey-breds who finish first through third in open company 
races at Monmouth Park and the Meadowlands. 
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Stiffed shows her class in Jersey Girl Handicap 



H olly Crest Farm homebred Stiffed recorded her 

second stakes win of the year at Monmouth Park in 
the $60,000 Jersey Girl Handicap on New Jersey Thor¬ 
oughbred Festival Day, Sept. 12. The 4-year-old filly had 
also won the Monmouth Beach Stakes May 24. 


Stiffed sat off the speed of her only two rivals before 
mounting a three-wide bid at the top of the stretch 
and drawing off to score by VA lengths. Trained by 
John Mazza, Stiffed was odds-on choice in the IVie- 
mile handicap in which she carried top weight of 126. 
Defending champion Maybe Tonight finished second 
and Shes Hot Wired was third. 

“I didn t want to get too far back, but they were going 
so slow up front I was right up behind them,” said 
winning jockey Gabriel Saez. “I sat a good stalking trip 
and when we got to the three-eighths pole it was time to 
go. Shes so good. I pretty much hand rode her the whole 
way. I kept on top of her in the stretch just to keep her 
focused and to maintain our momentum.” 

The daughter of Stephen Got Even—High Noon 
Nellie, by Silver Deputy, recorded the second win on the 
afternoon for Holly Crest Farm and Mazza, following 
Jersey Blues maiden special weight in Race 3. Stiffed has 
won five of 13 career starts for earnings of $227,425.

R ock Talk Farm homebred Fuzzy Muzzle scored 
an impressive victory over seven other New Jer- 
sey-breds to win Thoroughbred Festival Days $60,000 
Charles Hesse III Handicap Sept. 12. Rock Talk Farm 
homebreds reached the winner s circle twice on the after¬ 
noon after Pop Start s easy allowance win in Race 5. 

Trained by Jason Servis, Fuzzy Muzzle sat off the early 
pace before coming with a sweeping rally around the 
turn and posting a 4^4-length score, going the lVi6 miles 
over a fast main track in 1:45 flat. No More Music ran 
second with Gadget Man another 3 lengths back in third. 

“He went long on the grass before and did quite well,” 
said Servis.

D aniel J. Lopezs Chubble Maker made his stakes 
debut a winning one in the $60,000 New Jersey 
Breeders Handicap on New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival 
Day presented by Malouf Auto Group, Sept. 12 at Mon¬ 
mouth Park. The victory was the second for a Joe-Dan 
Farm homebred following Banana Annas maiden-break¬ 
ing score in Race 1. 

Chubble Maker sat off the early pace set by favorite 
Green Gratto and defending champion Rainbow Heir 
and rallied three wide in the stretch before edging away 
late to win by IVa lengths. Rainbow Heir finished second 
and it was another two lengths back to Saucy Don, who 
outfinished Green Gratto for third.

Friendly Lover 


Friendly Lover and Sewickley inducted 
into the New Jersey-bred Hall of Fame 


T he Thoroughbred Breeders Association of New Jer¬ 
sey is proud to announce the induction of the fourth 
class of horses into the New Jersey-bred Hall of Fame. 
The induction ceremony took place at Monmouth Park 
Sept. 12 as part of the New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival 
presented by Malouf Auto Group. 

Friendly Lover (Cutlass—Glide Along, by Great 
Above) was bred by Richard Irwins Lin-Drake Farm 
and Pierce & Pierce Inc. and was owned the majority of 
his career by Pastime Stables. The 22-time winner was 
trained by Joe Pierce Jr. 

Friendly Lover made the first of 66 starts on June 29, 
1990, scoring a maiden special weight win at Monmouth 
Park. He made five starts at 2, winning his first three, 
including Monmouths Tyro Stakes that July. He would 
not win another stakes race until the 1992 John J. Reilly 
Handicap, the first of his three victories in that race. 

Friendly Lover was one of the most consistent and 
hard-knocking runners of the 1990s; his strength was 
sprinting. His best season came in 1995, when he won 
four stakes and placed in two others. His Boojum 
Handicap-G2 victory over such stalwarts as Lite the 
Fuse, Lord Carson, Rizzi, Chimes Band and Wekiva 
Springs came a month after winning the Philadelphia 
Park Budweiser Breeders Cup Handicap-G3. The son of 
Cutlass ran well in the Breeders Cup Sprint-Cl - after 
being caught in traffic he finished fifth, AVi lengths 
behind winner Desert Stormer. 


Friendly Lover won 12 stakes, six graded, and placed 
in 27 added-money events overall in a seven-year 
career. Other graded success came in the True North 
Handicap-G2 at Belmont and consecutive renewals of 
the Finger Lakes Budweiser Breeders Cup Handicap-G3 
(1993, ’94) and the Philadelphia Park Breeders Cup 
Handicap-G3 (1995, ’96). In 1994, he set a Finger Lakes 
track record of 1:08.80 for 6 furlongs. He retired with 
career earnings of $1,247,670. 

Dual Grade 1 winner Sewickley was a homebred for 
Robert S. Evans. He was by 1979 champion sprinter Star 
de Naskra out of a daughter of the legendary Dr. Fager, 
Surgery, who was also the dam of Grade 1 winner Shared 
Interest, who in turn produced successful sire Forestry 
and Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies-Gl winner Cash Run. 

Sewickley scored in four graded sprints: consecutive 
runnings of the Grade 1 Vosburgh in 1989 and 1990 plus 
the Grade 2 Tom Fool and Fall Highweight Handicap in 
1989. He also won the 1989 Commonwealth Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap at Keeneland. In 16 graded stakes, 
Sewickley finished in the money 12 times. 

The Flint S. Schulhofer trainee was named New 
Jersey Horse of the Year in 1990 and twice was New 
Jersey’s champion sprinter and older horse. Upon his 
retirement at the end of his 5-year-old campaign in 1990, 
Sewickley’s record was 11 wins, nine seconds and four 
thirds from 32 starts, for earnings of $1,017,517, making 
him the third-richest New Jersey-bred runner in history.

O ur speaker at our Awards Dinner will 
be Lenny Shulman, and the dinner 
will be held Feb. 6, 2016, at the UNC Fin¬ 
ley Golf Course, in Chapel Hill, N.C., 
starting at 6 p.m.

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F rom the first time I ever learned 
about setting goals and actually writ¬ 
ing them down, I have always reached for 
the stars. From the beginning, my goals 
always included “own a Thoroughbred 
racehorse.” In 2014, that goal was 
reached! 

Through a customer of mine, Schley 
Jones, I learned about his daughter Me¬ 
gan and a horse syndication she worked 
for called Team Valor International. 
While we were transacting a business 
deal, my mind was racing about what he 
had told me Team Valor offered to an 
atypical investor like myself. A few meet¬ 
ings later, we had Megan on the phone 
and she was explaining to me how part¬ 
nerships worked and about the man who 
formed Team Valor, Mr. Barry Irwin. 

When I got home, I did a little re¬ 
search of my own about Barry Irwin and 
what his career is like in the world of 
horse racing. I wanted to understand 
how a young lady from South Carolina 
ended up in Kentucky working for him. 
Barry has had an amazing career and has 
led the charge for banning drugs in the 
sport of horse racing. Selfishly, all I had 
to read was about ANIMAL KINGDOM, 
the Team Valor horse who won the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. 

I immediately phoned Megan and 
asked her to tell me how to make it af¬ 
fordable for someone like me to get in¬ 
volved in what I had always considered to 
be a sport only for the ultra wealthy. After 
all, it is the King’s sport! She explained to 
me that I could own a small percentage 
in one horse in the U.S. or I could own 
the same percentage in five yearlings in 
South Africa. I asked “South Africa? Why 
South Africa?” She told me about how 
much Barry had been doing down there 


for years and how many great Thorough¬ 
breds had come from there. She also 
elaborated on how much less expensive it 
was to train and upkeep horses there, as 
compared to the cost in the U.S. Well, of 
course, I liked the idea of spreading my 
investment over five horses instead of 
taking a chance on just one, since this 
was all new to me. 

I never knew how exciting, addicting 
and fun this could truly be. I have loved 
every second of it! I have spent many late 
night hours reading as much as I can find 
to learn more how the sport works. Team 
Valor shares a wealth of information with 
its partners and I have met many knowl¬ 
edgeable people, so now I love talking 
horses every chance I get. 

I found out that North Carolina has a 
doctor who is a pretty big deal in the 
world of racing, so I set out to contact Dr. 
Steve Laymon. I sent him a message via 
email and he immediately called me 
back. He was more than willing to talk to 
me and educate me about his experiences 
and said the same thing that I find myself 
saying all the time. “I love to talk horses, 
so you can call me anytime!” He invited 
me to the NCTA banquet dinner the fol¬ 
lowing month, where I heard them re¬ 
quest those that would like to be nomi¬ 
nated as potential board members and I 
understood that they wanted some “new 
blood” to bring new life to the process. 
Steve kept telling me to raise my hand, so 
next thing I knew, they were voting me in 
as a board member. 

Now I knew I really had to step it up 
and learn as much as possible very quick¬ 
ly. I took off on a road trip to Lexington, 
Ky., and spent some time with Peter Brad¬ 
ley, who had been our keynote speaker at

We have also had a few maiden wins 
including True Bet, owned by George and 
Stephanie Autry, who won a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight at Saratoga Aug. 28, and 
Speedball, owned by Fred Griffith in a 
syndication partnership with Team Valor, 
who won at Kenilworth in South Africa.

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Favorite Tale poised to represent 
PA at Breeders’ Cup

Favorite Tale returned to his 
favorite track Sept. 26 and did not 
disappoint, remaining a perfect 
5-for-5 at Parx Racing. 

The bay geiding won his first 
three career starts at Parx during 
the winter of 2014, beginning with 
an easy maiden breaker in his 
debut whiie posting a very quick 
finai time of 1:07.66 for 6 furiongs. 

He then returned to the races a month iater 
with a victory over a very taiented Pennsyiva- 
nia-Bred named Aiex inc. The chestnut son of 
Afieet Aiex actuaiiy won his very next start by 11 Vi 
iengths, earning a 105 Beyer. His next race was 
scheduied to be the Grade 1 Wood Memoriai at 
Aqueduct with the uitimate goai to sneak into the 
Kentucky Derby. 

"in aii honesty [Aiex inc] was the most 
taiented racehorse i’ve ever been on. it was just 
by chance that we even x-rayed him,” remembers 
Butch Reid's former assistant Keisey Parisi. "it 
turns out he had a siab fracture in his right knee 
which he must have done during the race. He 
never even took a bad step.” 

So whiie Aiex inc’s racing career was 
abruptiy cut short, his prior siayer Favorite Taie 
moved on to an aiiowance race at Parx on March 
24, 2014. The son of Taie of the Cat promptiy de- 
moiished aii competition by 14 emphatic iengths, 
earning a 101 Beyer. 

it was on to stakes competition for Favorite 
Taie, and he finished on the board in five of them 
that year. He gained his first stakes victory in the 
Goid Fever at Beimont Park in May. When the 
geiding returned to Parx for the $300,000 Gaiiant 


Bob Stakes-G3 in September, 
he came within a few ticks of 
the track record posting a finai 
time of 1:08.16. in that race. 
Favorite Taie defeated 3-5 favorite 
Fast Anna, a son of Breeders’ 

Cup Juveniie Fiiiies-GI heroine 
Dreaming of Anna who was exit¬ 
ing a second-piace finish in the 
prestigious King's Bishop Stakes-GI at Saratoga. 

The undefeated season in Bensaiem 
resuited in Favorite Taie being crowned 2014 
Parx Racing Horse of the Year. PJG Stabie was 
on-hand to accept the trophy from Pennsyivania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association President 
Sai DeBunda at an awards ceremony this past 
March. Paui Conaway Jr., his girifriend Judi Arena 
and her teenage daughter Gabrieiie make up the 
ownership group of PJG Stabie. 

"That was reaiiy exciting,” Conaway said. 
"What [the PTHA] and the [Pennsyivania Horse 
Breeders Association] do for us is great, too. 

We're so proud of our horse.” 

Last faii, the owners reaiiy wanted to give 
Favorite Taie a shot at the $1,500,000 Breeders' 
Cup Sprint-GI at Santa Anita Park but it wasn’t 
just the expense of traveiing cross-country that 
kept the feisty geiding at home. Favorite Taie was 
not nominated to the Breeders’ Cup as a foai, so 
PJG Stabie wouid have needed to suppiement 
the geiding at a very high price. Trainer Guada- 
iupe Preciado advised them to wait a year and 
they wouid focus on trying to capture one of the 
speciai Breeders’ Cup "Win and You’re in” races 
in 2015.

This past July Favorite Tale shipped south 
to contest one of those races, the $250,000 
Smile Sprint Stakes-G2 at Gulfstream Park. 

The race was full of talent, including last year’s 
Breeders’ CupSprint-GI winner Work All 
Week, millionaires Alsvid and Wildcat Red, and 
multiple stakes winners City of Weston, Falling 
Sky, Grande Shores and Singanothersong. 
When the gates opened Favorite Tale left them 
all in his wake and drew off to an impressive 
414 length victory, stamping his ticket to the 
2015 Breeders’ Cup Sprint at Keeneland. 

Since then his connections have been 
faced with a puzzle-how to prepare for the 
biggest race of his career. Preciado considered 
stakes events in New York or at Keeneland for 
a short time. But what they really preferred 
to do was take advantage of Favorite Tale's 
PA-Bred status. 

“We have easier races for him now at 
Parx because he’s a PA-Bred. It’s not big 
money but we can keep him in good shape,’’ 
Preciado stated after the Smile Sprint. “We 
don’t need to kill him against the big horses 
before the big race.’’ 


Shortly after they returned from Florida 
the PTHA and Parx Racing announced the cre¬ 
ation of the Fall Festival at Parx Racing which 
would feature doubled purses. It seemed like 
the perfect steppingstone to the Breeders’ Cup 
for Favorite Tale and finally an ideal race was 
written for Sept. 26. 

The $70,000 allowance race scratched 
down to four horses but those remaining were 
quality athletes. Preciado’s brother Ramon 
entered multiple stakes winner Jake N Elwood, 
who was exiting two straight victories at 
Delaware Park including a 7X2 length score in 
the New Gastle Stakes. Bessie’s Boy boasted 
a win in theTremont Stakes at Belmont Park 
while Yougotthatgoinforu had previously placed 
in five stakes events. This time Favorite Tale sat 
just off the pacesetter Jake N Elwood before 
making his move heading into the turn. He then 
drew off to win by 2 lengths under light urging 
from rider Paco Lopez, who was so confident 
in his mount that he relaxed a few strides from 
the wire. 

“He came out of the race well; everything 
looks great so far,’’ said Lupe Preciado in early 


October. “We will go down there [to Kentucky] 
in a couple of weeks. We want to get one more 
work in up here at home and then we’ll go 
right on down to train over the surface. We'll 
also try to work one time at Keeneland before 
the race.’’ 

Gonaway purchased Favorite Tale’s dam 
Tricky Elaine, a half-sister to 1997 Horse of 
the Year Favorite Trick, privately from Padua 
Stables. The mare’s second foal for Conaway 
was Favorite Tale. She also produced a 2-year- 
old Corinthian colt named Apollo’s Favorite who 
has been working very well at Parx. And this 
year she delivered a full sister to Favorite Tale. 

Despite multiple offers for his homebred, 
Conaway decided to keep him and enjoy the 
ride of a lifetime with his blazing-fast Penn¬ 
sylvania-Bred. Whenever the horse they call 
“Favorite’’ is entered to run, a hoard of family 
and friends join the core connections in the 
paddock to root for their “favorite’’ horse. And 
they are ready to travel west so they can cheer 
on Favorite Tale in the 2015 Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint at beautiful Keeneland Race Course.

September was a busy month for the Virginia Equine 
Alliance as an ambitious program of back-to-back racing 
weekends in both Maryland and Virginia took place that 
featured a slate of five Virginia-bred events, three graded 
stakes and the inaugural running of what could become a 
new tradition. 


“All three sessions turned out great and the entries were 
everything they hoped it would be,” said VEA President 
Debbie Easter. “We touched many levels of horses with 
different conditions over the two weekends and want to 
thank the horsemen for supporting this new program.” 


The $300,000 Virginia-Bred Day at Maryland’s Laurel 
Park on September 26th featured five $60,000 stakes, two 
of which went to the gate with fields of 12 and finished 
in respective four horse photos. Complete St.s half length 
win in the Brookemeade Stakes came with Horacio Kara- 
manos. Colonial Downss leading all time leading rider, up 
top, while Away We Go squeaked out a neck victory in the 
Jamestown Stakes for 2 year olds. 

A pair of 2014 champs successfully defended their titles 
in the 2015 editions. Jockeys Trevor McCarthy and Julian 
Pimentel, who authored those stakes victories aboard Rose 
Brier and Two Notch Road last year, returned to the irons 
and guided encore triumphs respectively in the Bert Allen 
and Punch Line Stakes. The talented Exaggerated, owned 
by the Lael Stables, put an exclamation point on the day by 
connecting easily in gate to wire fashion in the Oakley Stakes. 

This was the second straight year the Virginia-bred 
event had been held 
at Laurel Park and 
the fourth straight 
year the stakes 
have been bundled 
together to create 
an impact card. The 
Brookemeade, Bert 
Allen and Oakley 
Stakes have been 
contested since 1997, 
the first year racing 
was held at Colonial 
Downs. The Punch 
Line made its debut 
in 2000 and the 
Jamestown started 
in 2007. 

“It just goes to show 
that you can put on a 
good program with

Virginia-bred races,” said trainer Rodney Jenkins, a Mid- 
dleburg, Virginia native who conditions Away We Go. “It 
was a great betting card and we had horses come in from 
Saratoga, Belmont, Monmouth and all over to race in 
this state-bred program.” All sources betting handle from 
those five combined races was $1,272,555. 

A trio of graded stakes that were in danger of losing their 
graded status were held at Laurel as well. The $400,000 Com¬ 
monwealth Derby (Gr. II) and $250,000 Commonwealth Cup 
(Gr. II) were part of Laurels card on September 19th and the 
$150,000 Commonwealth Oaks (Gr. Ill) complemented the 
Virginia-bred card on the 26th. The VEA funded the purses for 
all three, none of which were run in 2014.

In the Derby s 17th running, a Virginia-bred ironically 
got to the winners circle for the first time ever, in the only 
year the stakes had been held outside the Commonwealth. 
One Go All Go, bred by Albert Coppola, went gate to wire 
and beat 2015 Belmont Derby (Gr. I) winner Force The 
Pass in a 35-1 upset performance. Claude McGaugheys 
Mr. Speaker, the 2014 Belmont Derby (Gr. I) winner 
and one of two $ 1,000,000-plus earners in the Cup field, 
scored all/4 length triumph in that stakes 10th running. 
Onus made a dazzling move in mid-stretch to win the 
Oaks and continued a three race streak where she previ¬ 
ously scorched the field by 10 1/2 and 8 lengths. All three 
have come with jockey Forest Boyce up top. 

A day later, Sunday September 20th, the inaugural run¬ 
ning of Virginia Downs, a six race card of thoroughbred 
turf events, took place at Great Meadow. The scenic venue, 
that plays host to the annual spring and fall Gold Cup 
steeplechase races, laid out nicely for an afternoon of tail- 
gating and wagering. An estimated crowd of 2,500 took in 
the action and the Fauquier SPCA, the official non-profit 
partner, raised over $14,000 from the event. 


“it was a wonderful first time event” said Mary Tarr of 
the SPCA. “People seemed to be there for the horses as 
opposed to being there to be seen like at the Gold Cup

and some bigger events. There is room to grow and we 
definitely want to be involved next year. Proceeds will help 
us take care of animals with health issues, train them for 
quicker adoption, and to help upgrade our facilities.” 

An inner rail was set up around the undulating one 
mile grass oval the week prior. Horses started each race 
in a steeplechase type manner and many of the riders had 
participated in past Gold Cup jump events there. 53 hors¬ 
es competed and total of $150,000 in purse monies were 
distributed at Virginia Downs. 

The first race was a $15,000 maiden/starter allowance 
exclusively for Virginia-breds, and trainer Lilith Bouch¬ 
ers Mushroom King and Class Classic finished one-two. 
Conditioner Elizabeth Voss swept both $30,000 allowance 
co-features with Swoop and Renown, who both won 
by identical 5 3/4 length margins. Trainer John Thomas 
connected with Ice Women, who drew clear in the stretch 
in a $25,000 fillies/mares maiden race while Jimmy Days 
Bonded Ire crossed 3 1/2 lengths over Bouchers Jump 
Ship in the $25,000 male counterpart. Linda Gaudets An- 
nawon had the closest finish of the afternoon, edging Gun 
Point by three-quarters of a length in a $25,000 allowance. 

“This was my first time at Great Meadow,” said Gaudet, 
whose 8-year-old Annawon stretched out from 1 
l/16th to 1 1/2 miles. “He had been running in turf 
races at Laurel and Delaware and I thought the Vir¬ 
ginia Downs race might be a good spot for him. Hes a 
big, old plodder and kind of a nut, so there was a con¬ 
cern, but I thought it would be a slower pace and bed 
have a shot to be okay. He ended up being calm, cool 
and controlled. For him, it was almost like running in 
afield.” 

“I loved the rolling hills and the undulating course,” 
said trainer Voss, whose stable consists of 16 jump 
horses and 5 flat ones. “I loved the facility, the rail was 
a nice surprise and the turn was good. The setting 
made for a nice day out and Id love to come back to 
race in the future.”

Breeders Classics

I t didn't take a genius to predict 
the successfui outcome of severai 
of the outstanding races carded 
on Race for the Ribbon night Sept. 
19, particuiariy since Jeff Runco, 
Hoiiywood Casino at Charies Town 
Races' ieading trainer, had aiready 
set the standard for exceiience 
throughout the year. 

Jeff's aiways formidabie ciaiming 
stabie is now superbiy stocked with 
quality allowance/stakes runners 
and above-par West Virginia-breds. 

I challenge any trainer to keep up 
with the industrious conditioner, who 
currently holds close to a 50-win 
margin over his nearest rival. 

The program opener allowed 
Coleswood Farm (Jeff and Susan 
Runco) and Neil Glasser's filly Navy 
Ribbon to remain unbeaten in 
four career starts. The 3-year-old 
daughter of Pure Prize handled older 
adversaries with her typical flair for 


the dramatic, getting the nod in the 
final strides. The filly, unraced at 2, is 
the first foal out of the winning Silver 
Ghost mare Go Navy, a half-sister 
to Coleswood Farm stakes winners 
Sea Rescue, Waves and Tides and 
Dahlgren Hall, and stakes-placed 
Severn Shore. 

In the third race, on the night 
dedicated to breast cancer 
awareness and research, Jeff 
watched another of his star pupils 
keep her perfect record intact when 
Stoweshoe (2 for 2) handily took the 
measure of her male antagonists in 
the Henry Mercer Memorial Stakes. 

The dark bay/brown juvenile 
filly by Flatter out of Comedy (by 
Theatrical-Ire), bred in West Virginia 
by Scuderia Montese, is a half-sister 
to multiple graded stakes winner 
Taris and stakes winner Theatre Star. 

Owner David Raim accepted 
the trophy for the race named in 


honor of one of the most popular 
horsemen in Charles Town's illustrious 
past. 

Race 5 resulted in the third win 
for the team of Runco and jockey 
Arnaldo Bocachica when Pocket 
Gift, sent out for owner/breeder 
Silverton Hill LLC, captured a tough 
filly/mare handicap. 

The 4-year-old stakes-winning 
daughter of Great Notion out of 
Anachini (by Forest Camp) picked 
up her fifth win over the fast-paced 
Charles Town course. 

Maryland-based trainer William 
Campbell has frequently used 
horses he has claimed at Charles 
Town to slingshot him to soaring 
heights. In 2005-2006 he won the 
West Virginia Breeders Classic with 
Speed Whiz, so it was no surprise to 
astute handicappers when Blisstikus 
determinedly edged out multiple 
stakes winner and 3-5 favorite Red 
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Hot Diva in the 1 yi6-nniie handicap 
for distaffers. 

Biisstikus, a 5-year-oid daughter 
of Luftikus bred by James W. Casey 
is one of two stakes winners out 
of Prospector's Bliss (by Personal 
Flag) as she is a full sister to 
$417,065-earner Peaceful Bliss. 
Campbell claimed her for $12,500 
this past May on behalf of owner 
William Bayne Jr. 

Breeder/owner/trainer John 
McKee may have felt like breaking 
out in song when the dust cleared 
after the night's contentious 2-year- 
old filly stakes, the Rachel's Turn. 

Exhibiting her customary briskness 
leaving the latch McKee's Aye a 
Song made every pole her own and 
stopped the telemeter in a zippy 
51.70 seconds in the 472 furlong 
dash. 

The dark bay/brown filly is by 
McKee's stallion Fiber Sonde out of 
homebred stakes-placed mare Aye 
Robbin (by Robb). 

Webster's dictionary describes 
the word consistency as "the 
harmony of conduct or practice 
with profession." I think it would be 
a nice touch to insert a picture of 
Taylor Mountain Farm's Greenway 
Court in the margin for our equine 
only readers. 

The 6-year-old gelded son of 
Windsor Castle out of Candy One 
(by Yankee Victor) continued 
his skillfulness at his home track's 
grassroots distance of 472 furlongs 
when he doggedly held sway in 
the $50,000-added It's Only Money 
Stakes. 

The victory completed a hat-trick 
for James W. Casey's sprint specialist 


as it marked the third year in a row 
he has garnered the top prize in the 
stakes. 

No brag, just fact-Greenway 
Court boasts an enviable record of 
25 starts with 13 firsts, seven seconds 
and two thirds and more than 
$340,000 in earnings. 

Owner/breeder Kristy Petty has 
found a combination in her barn 
ace. Hear the Chatter, that is rare 
and tough to master in the racing 
game: speed allied with stamina. 

The son of Mass Media out of 
Stefani's Surprise (by Stephen Got 
Even) reached down for intestinal 
fortitude following a grueling half- 
mile in :46.68 and discovered it en 
route to an excellent final clocking 
of 1:17.82 for the 672 furlongs. 

The May foal is trained by John 
A. Casey. Astrologically a Taurus, 
Chatter's Zodiac sign says he likes 
long slow gallops in the sand, alfalfa 
hay, and prefers carrots and donuts 
for treats. 

In this day and age of win and 
done it is uncommon to come 
across a horse competing beyond 
his 3- or 4-year-old campaign. 
However, one veteran that still defies 
"Father Time" is Charles Town's own 
Russell Road. 

The touristy hero of the "Downs 
After Dark" assemblage won his 
second race of the year (from four 
starts), and 30th lifetime, and is 
nearing a monumental milestone of 
$2 million in earnings. 

Owned by Mark Russell, trained by 
James W. Casey and bred by Robert 
Lloyd, 9-year-old Russell Road was 
preparing to defend his title as West 
Virginia Breeders Classic champion. 


The son of Wheaton out of 
Roberta Grump, by Verification, 
could be the centerfold for the latest 
Social Security calendar, but if you 
saw him enthusiastically train in the 
mornings and how energetic he is 
under tack you'd give a thumbs- 
up commendation to this ageless 
wonder. 

First crop of 
Officer ftockef 
off and running 

Congratulations are in order for 
Dennis Bybee and his stallion Officer 
Rocket (GB). The son of Officer out 
of Ocean View (by Gone West) now 
has two winners from three starters 
in his first crop of five foals, current 
3-year-olds. 

Officer Rocket was a graded 
stakes winner of $465,981. He stands 
at Bybee Road Farm in Kabletown 
for a stud fee of $1,500.

After a year of innovation, Promotion 
& Growth Becomes NSA Committee 


After a year of innovation and aeeomplishment, 
the National Steepleehase Assoeiation’s Promotion 
& Growth Task Foree transitioned to a standing 
eommittee of the NSA and the National Steeple¬ 
ehase Foundation in August. 

In early summer of 2014, NSA President Guy J. 
Torsilieri asked Bill Priee to serve as the ehair of 
the new task foree, and Priee foeused his knowl¬ 
edge, experienee, and enthusiasm on the task of 
attraeting new owners to jump raeing and retain¬ 
ing eurrent owners. A horse owner with hands-on 
experienee training raeehorses, Priee serves as 
eo-ehair of the Queen’s Cup Steepleehase with 
his wife, Carrington. 

At the August 27 meeting of the NSA Board of 
Direetors andNSF, Priee handed the gavel to Dr. A1 
Griffin, the Virginia Gold Cup’s raee direetor and 
an NSA direetor. At the meeting, Priee reviewed a 
year filled with aetivity and innovation. 

Priee wanted the Promotion & Growth to make 
an immediate impaet, and he worked with Task 
Foree member Joe Claney to ereate the “First 
Seeond Career” advertising eampaign featuring 
Cot Campbell, Ken Ramsey, and Dr. David Rieh- 
ardson. The ads ran during the 2014 Saratoga Raee 
Course meet, and the eampaign eontinued in the 
Saratoga Special in 2015. 

At this year’s Saratoga meet, the Promotion & 
Growth group hosted the Go Jump Raeing Sara¬ 
toga Hospitality Tent at the Traekside Pavilion 
with the NSA and NSF. Intended to introduee fiat 
owners to jump raeing, the event is likely to be 
renewed in 2016. 

Other innovations are likely to have lasting 
influenees on the sport. At the suggestion of the 
Promotion & Growth Task Foree, the NSA insti¬ 
tuted the Ratings Handieap as a tool to provide ad¬ 
ditional raeing opportunities for hurdle horses after

their initial vietories. The first Ratings Handieaps 
proved highly eompetitive and attraeted sizable 
fields. Also at the Task Foree’s suggestion, mini¬ 
mum hurdle purses were inereased to $ 15,000 for 
the 2015 season. 

In April, the Promotion & Growth Task Foree 
inaugurated the Owner Symposium and Steeple¬ 
ehase Auetion to provide eurrent and potential 
owners with insights from Campbell, owner Mi- 
ehael Wharton, and Raeing Hall of Fame trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard. The event was held at Shawan 
Downs and sponsored by Valley Motors, the NSA, 
and the NSF. 

Priee has agreed to serve as a member of the 
Promotion & Growth Committee.

The late Tom Voss, who trained her horses, 
onee eomplimented Betty Merek as the perfeet 
owner who not only eared for the horses she 
owned, but never failed to be on hand when 
they ran, ineluding at the 2014 Far Hills Raee 
Meeting, where she was glued to a television 
monitor throughout the day. 

The Fields was the National Steepleehase 
Assoeiation’s leading owner in 2009, when it 
won Far Hills’ two leading raees, the Grand 
National with Your Sum Man and the Fox- 
brook Champion Hurdle with Left Unsaid, 
who earned the year’s noviee title. Among 
all-time NSA owners. The Fields ranks 18th. 

In addition to her work with horses, Betty 
was a noted eonservationist who served on the 
boards of numerous organizations, ineluding 
the Bedminster Open Spaee Farmland Advi¬ 
sory Committee, the Lamington Conservaney, 
and on the boards of the New Jersey Nature 
Conservaney, Raritan Headwaters Assoeia- 
tion, the Lamington.

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In Memoriam 


Bender’s passing signals 
end of successful Maryland 
breeding/racing program

L ongtime Maryland owner/breeder 
Howard Bender, recognized as the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion’s Breeder of the Year four times, died 
Sept. 28 at 84. The loss, less than four years 
after his wife Sondra died, wiU ultimately 
mean the end of the family’s long history 
in Maryland racing. 
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In the 1960s, Howard Bender’s father 
Jack became a partner of Glade VaUey 
Farm near Frederick with Dr. Robert 
Leonard. Howard worked for his family’s 
Blake Construction, one of the largest 
construction companies on the East Coast, 
and got involved in Thoroughbreds in the 
1980s. Sondra and Howard developed a 


broodmare band, and built the program 
into one of the region’s best. 

“Howard and Sondra were not in the 
horse business and I don’t think they 
fooled with it much when his dad had 
horses,” said Larry Murray, who trained for 
the Benders and manages Glade VaUey. “I

was here four or five years before they ever 
came to the farm. I had never met them.” 

The Benders knew Dot and Sam Rubin, 
owners of future Hall of Famer John 
Henry, through mutual friends and heard 
enough racing stories to think about get¬ 
ting involved. Doing it together was an 
important ingredient for the Benders. 

“They tell me it was because the kids 
had grown up and they were looking for 
something to do,” Murray said of why 
the couple pursued Thoroughbred racing. 
“They both enjoyed it equally so it was 
something they could do together. They 
loved coming to the racetrack, the races, 
the farm, traveling to big races. And they 
made it fun for everybody.” 

The Benders won more than 500 races 
and their horses earned more than $14 
million. Stars included such graded stakes 
winners Secret River, Foufa’s Warrior, 
Promenade Girl and London Lane. 

In addition, the Benders campaigned 
Maryland-bred star La Reine’s Terms. The 
homebred won 16 races, earned $804,591 
and made six starts in the Maryland Million 
Turf (winning in 2002 and 2005). Sondra 
Bender is credited with five Maryland 
Million wins as an owner (tied with Mea 
Culpa Stables for the top spot all-time). In 
2014, the Howard Bender homebred Bear 
Access added another Maryland Million 
win. The Benders received Breeder of the 
Year honors from the MHBA in 2001, 
2002,2003 and Howard received the award 
in 2014. 

For years, the Benders called Murray 
every morning at 8:15 to talk about the 
horses, the news, the weather, family, any¬ 
thing. In more recent years, after Sondra 
Bender died, the calls stopped and Murray 
knew changes were coming. About a year 
ago, he helped create a plan to wind down 
the business that will—eventually—mean 
his retirement from training. 

“I had been thinking about what the 
future was going to be like,” he said. “Mr. 
Bender wasn’t getting the enjoyment out 
of it, not like he used to anyway. Nothing 


lasts forever. I’m tickled to death it went as 
long as it did.” 

Three Bender-bred yearlings sold at 
Keeneland September, and several others 
sold at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s faU year¬ 
ling sale in Timonium, Md. Mares wiU seU 
this fall and winter in Kentucky, probably 
a few at Timonium too. Two-year-olds 
of 2015 are in training and wiU likely race 
through next year, at which time a com¬ 
plete dispersal will take place. 

Murray feels the end coming, and tries 
not to think about the negatives. He’s proud 
of the success, the enjoyment, the horses. 

“We shouldn’t deliver another foal here 
at Glade Valley, and we’ll just do whatever 
we’re going to do with the racehorses next 
year.” he said. “That was the plan. I don’t 
know if Mr. Bender’s passing wiU acceler¬ 
ate the process, but we’U see. 

“I don’t feel bad, not for me. You feel 
bad for everybody that works for you, and 
I feel bad for the farm. It’s a beautiful piece 
of property.” 

At 1,000 acres and protected from devel¬ 
opment, Glade VaUey and its surrounding 
Bender-owned land aren’t going anywhere 
any time soon. Retired Thoroughbreds will 
call the place home for a while, and Murray 
looks forward to joining them once the 
current racehorses stop racing. 

“I hope it’s not too soon, because I’ve 
got some 2-year-olds I’m kind of high on,” 
said Murray, who started training in 1980 
and turns 63 in December. “It would be 
different if I was younger. I’m not about 
to go out and start a public stable now. It’s 
a great time in Maryland [racing], a real 
good time to be in the game—I’U keep an 
eye on things.” 

When asked what his favorite recent 
memory was of training for Bender, 
Murray said it was London Lane winning 
the Colonial Turf Cup-G2 at Colonial 
Downs in 2013. 

“The boss was already starting to have 
some memory issues, but I called him the 
night when London Lane won down in 
Virginia and he was out to dinner with 


some friends,” Murray said. “I called him 
right after the win and I’m screaming into 
the phone, ‘He won the Turf Cup,’ and I’m 
just screaming into the phone and then I 
lost the connection and couldn’t get him 
back on the phone. So I called him the 
next day when my wife and I were driv¬ 
ing home and the first thing he said to me 
was, ‘How’d the horse come back?’ So he 
remembered and that was a thrill.” 

Murray trained numerous stakes win¬ 
ners for the Benders including La Reine’s 
Terms, Promenade Girl, Secret River, 
Green Darlin, Runaway Stream, Snow King 
and Foufa’s Warrior. Much of the success 
goes back to the broodmare Foufa, whom 
Murray called the Benders’ “blue hen.” 

Howard Bender bought Foufa (a daugh¬ 
ter of Storm Bird carrying future stakes 
winner Maryland Moon) for $90,000 at 
Keeneland in 1989. Her other foals includ¬ 
ed graded stakes winner Foufa’s Warrior, 
stakes winners Full Brush, Certantee 
and Media Access, and eight-time win¬ 
ner Don’s Fan. Foufa’s unraced daughter 
Travelling produced London Lane, while 
Media Access is the dam of stakes win¬ 
ners Access to Charlie and Bear Access. 
Another daughter. Private Pouf, produced 
eight winners including stakes horses Suc¬ 
cessful Affair and Private Opening. 

Howard Bender was involved in 
numerous Maryland racing organizations, 
including the Maryland Million, Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association and Maryland 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association. 
The Bethesda, Md., resident received the 
Maryland Racing Media Association’s 
Humphrey S. Finney Award for lifetime 
contributions to the Maryland racing 
industry and was a generous supporter of 
MRMA’s scholarship program. 

Survivors include daughters Julie Silver, 
Eileen Greenberg and Barbara Bender, 
son David, plus several grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren.

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History Lessons 


Electrifying steeplechase hero Bon Nouvel 



In the 20th century, 63 runners 
bred in the Mid-Atlantic region 
were named national champions. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
takes a look each month at one 
of those luminaries. 

B on Nouvel did every¬ 
thing big. He jumped 
big, won big, and 
was big, the Virginia-bred 
growing to 17 hands. The 
free-wheeling reddish-bay 
gelding trained by D.M. 

“Mikey” Smithwick rock¬ 
eted through three championship steeple¬ 
chase seasons 50 years ago, and left such 
a lasting impression that he was inducted 
into the National Racing Hall of Fame 
eight years after his retirement. 

Bred by Dr. A.C. Randolph, Bon Nouvel 
was a son of sprinter Due de Fer (by sprint 
champion Spy Song) from a family of fast 
horses. Noted Charles Hatton in the 1966 
American Racing Manual'. “Bon Nouvefs 
bloodlines are a contradiction of his talents, 
indeed are an endless source of amaze¬ 
ment to pedigree pundits when they con¬ 
trast his genealogy with his racing record.” 


Carrying the colors of Theodora A. 
Randolph, Bon Nouvel started out on the 
flat as a 3-year-old in May 1963 and by 
August Smithwick had him racing over 
hurdles. In October he broke his jump 
maiden on a soft Aqueduct course going 
F/s miles. Less than a month later he won a 
6-furlong maiden special weight at Pimlico, 
taking charge after a quarter-mile. 

Back to steeplechasing, he was stakes- 
placed early in his 4-year-old season, but 
perfected his style during the summer. 
Hatton wrote: “By nature a front run¬ 
ner and rather impetuous for a ’chaser. 


Bon Nouvel would take 
off with spirit and verve, 
soar high over his hedges 
at the outset, then settle as 
the race progressed.” He 
applied such tactics dur¬ 
ing a five-race win streak, 
with double-digit scores 
at Aqueduct in the Grand 
National (by 20 lengths). 
Brook and Harbor Hill 
handicaps. It earned him 
that year’s championship. 

In 1965 his wins includ¬ 
ed the Brook with 169 
pounds, giving 27 to runner-up Mako, 
then turned in one of the most astonishing 
performances in steeplechase history in the 
Temple Gwathmey. Carrying 170 pounds, 
he outran the field the entire 3 miles, draw¬ 
ing off by 30 lengths and smashing the 
course record by more than three seconds. 

A tendon injury kept him away from the 
races for nearly two years, but he returned 
for a 15-start campaign in 1968, including 
a trip to France, and finished in the top 
three 11 times to earn a third champion¬ 
ship. Retired as a field hunter, he lived until 
age 26 in 1986. 


Sporting Library offers seiect works in annuai auction 


The National Sporting Library and Museum 
in Middleburg, Aa., is dedicated to preserving, 
sharing and promoting the literature, art and 
culture of horse and field sports. For more, see 
nslmblog. wordpress. com. 

T he National Sporting Library holds 
several copies of the 1857 manual. 
The Ladies^ Equestrian Guide. 

Compelled by a perceived lack of 
literature on the subject, Mrs. J. Stirling 
Clarke authored the Guide as a succinct 
manual of riding for women. The book 
is thoroughly a product of its time, and 
focuses on the proprieties of Victorian 
horsemanship. Nevertheless, the work is 
an insight into the practical challenges that 
faced female riders in the middle of the 
19th Century. 

Clarke finds riding to be excellent exer¬ 
cise and of great value to promote health 
and provide leisure. Her book is full of 
solid and practical pointers to make riding 



safe in the era of near-universal sidesaddle 
riding for women. Much of the book 
addresses the proper manner of dress, 
selection of horse, saddle, bridle, seat, 
hands, and much more. 

The latter portions of the book offer 
instructions on galloping, leaping, and 
advice for women to join the hunting 
field. In 1857, women were more regu¬ 
larly found riding to hounds (although 
not always accepted in the sport). Clarke 


doesn’t embrace jumping with enthusiasm, 
more due to its dangers than to a philoso¬ 
phy about femininity. She is practical in 
her approach, stressing best practices that 
promote safe sport. 

“Upon the principle of practicing what 
one preaches, I have always felt a delicacy 
in giving my own opinion on the question 
of ladies hunting,” she writes, “For hav¬ 
ing, in my younger days, indulged much 
in the sport [of which I was enthusiasti¬ 
cally fond], to dissuade ladies from engag¬ 
ing in it, except in particular instances, 
is a counsel which may be little attended to 
from lips of mine.”

Short Winded was foaled in 1965 and 
bred by Samuel O. Graham from “a mare 
he got in a package deal from a man down 
the road,” recalled his daughter Barbara 
Cross Graham. 

B Sondra and Howard Bender’s 
homebred Promenade Girl unleashed a 


75years ago 

B Former world-leading money winner 
Sun Beau was to stand at The Meadow 
in DosweU, Va., owned by Christopher T. 
Chenery, a “comparative newcomer to the 
ranks of Thoroughbred breeders.” 

The wife of the late Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer and the executors of his estate 
selected the Virginia farm after field¬ 
ing numerous offers, with two factors 
influencing the decision: that the stal¬ 
lion would stay in Virginia and “that the 
DosweU breeder would be in a position to 
give Sun Beau the chance his racing and 
breeding records warrant.” 

It was noted that Chenery “has select¬ 
ed his mares carefuUy and now has some 
25 at the 1,200-acre farm which is steeped 
in the history and tradition of the famed 
‘race horse region’ of Civil War days in 
Virginia.”

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devastating stretch run and kicked clear to 
win her first stakes, the Twixt for 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old fillies, at Laurel 
Park. It was the Carson City fiUy’s third 
win in five starts, aU at different tracks. 

Promenade Girl mn four more stakes in her 
career, topped by Monmouth's Grade 2 Molly 
Pitcher, was Grade 1-placed, earned $678,990 
and was named Maryland-bred champion older 
mare in 2006. Sold for $1,125,000 at the 2007 
Keeneland November sale as a broodmare pros¬ 
pect, she is the dam of Gavorting, winner of the 
2015 Test Stakes-GI at Saratoga. 

B AU-around horseman and Maryland turf 
writer BiU Boniface died at 89. The second- 
generation horseman established a dynasty 
through his son J. WiUiam “BiU” Boniface 
at Bonita Farm. The elder Boniface owned 
the original Bonita Farm before it was sold 
and the operation expanded in Darlington, 
Md., and was a part-breeder and owner of 
the farm’s star performer, Preakness 
Stakes-Gl winner Deputed Testamony. 


He earUer won the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes at Saratoga over Whirlaway. 

B The aging staUion Bud Lerner, 
who stood at Country Life Farm, 
sired the second, third and fourth- 
place runners in the Maryland Futurity 
(Hardy Bud, Escolar, and Le Chat). 

AU three were raised at Danny Shea’s 
Merryland Farm and bred by the 
farm’s former owner, WiUiam Elder, 
and aU were sold as yearlings at the 
breeder’s dispersal at PimUco. 

B The Charles Town Jockey Club 
was promoting its December 
meet in an advertisement: 

“If you are a horseman, you’U want to 
go to Charles Town because it is a pleas¬ 
ant place to run your horses. . .” 

“If you are a foUower of the horses —a 
racegoer-you’U want to go to Charles 
Town in the Spring, in the Summer and 
in the FaU because it is a track at which 
racing is sport, and where you can forget 
your cares, take down your hair and reaUy 
have fun; because a day spent at Charles 
Town’s races is a day spent in the country, 
where the air you breathe is clean, fresh 
and exhilarating, where the people you 
meet are friendly, genteel, sports- and 
fun-loving, and where the management is 
‘of the people’ and ‘for the people.’”

With earnings of $1,205,638, the 
3-year-old fiUy moved to second 
place on Pennsylvania’s aU-time 
earnings list, behind Yankee Affair 
($2,261,168). 

B One of the stars of the fifth 
Maryland Million card at Pimlico 
was Country Life Farm’s freshman sire 
Allen’s Prospect, whose offspring won 
both juvenile races, Xray in the Nursery 
and Ameri Allen the Lassie, by a head 
over another Allen’s Prospect daughter, 
Ritchie Trail.

[the late Spendthrift Farm founder],” 
quipped Country Life patriarch Joe Pons. 

B The methods of Delaware Park leading 
trainer Patti MiUer were explored. Ten 
years earlier her life had changed after Jeff 
Seder, a Philadelphia lawyer with an 
interest in equine sports medicine. 


contacted her. His high-tech sports 
medicine ideas about racing led her to 
take a job with the non-profit Association 
for the Advancement of Sports Potential 
and the spinoff, for-profit, research and 
consulting company. Equine 
Biomechanics and Exercise Physiology 
Inc. (EQB). 

Among the techniques used in her 
training were bone scanning, heart-rate 
computers, tendon-scanning and gait 
analysis.

50years ago 

B Two fillies. Miss Spin and She¬ 
nanigans, lined up against 10 colts 
and geldings in the Maryland Futurity 
for state-breds, and went on to finish 
one-two with Miss Spin getting the 
victory by a nose. 

The result was “validation” for 
John Manfuso, owner of Spin, sire of 
the winner. Five years earlier Manfuso 
proclaimed he stood “the best stal¬ 
lion standing in Maryland today. 

Native Dancer included,” even if he ^ 
did stand Spin for free. Shenanigans | 
was a daughter of Native Dancer. | 

Miss Spin was bred and owned by ^ 
81-year-old Cleveland Skinker, who 
stood Spin at his Flamingo Farm in 
BrookeviUe. 

Miss Spin was named 1965 champion 
Maryland-bred 2-year-oldfilly and went on to 
compete four more years. She won 17 races (five 
stakes), and placed in five stakes, including the 
Delaware Handicap and Delaware Oaks. 

The Maryland Futurity was the only 
stakes performance for Stuart S. Janney Jr. ’r 
Shenanigans, a winner of three races from 22 
starts. But as a broodmare there have been few 
her equal—all six of her foals were winners, 
including champion Ruffian and graded stakes- 
winning sires Icecapade and Buckfinder. Her

name lives on in countless pedigrees through her 
sons and her multiple stakes-producing daughter 
Laughter. 

B “Maryland entered the major leagues 
of horse auctioning centers” when for the 
first time in history, combined gross for 
the Eastern (yearling) and Maryland Fall 
(mixed) sales surpassed $1 million with 
559 horses selling over a six-week period.
